They were in hailing 
distance all y except when they epit 
tacks. It is most extraordinary. Both 
were brilliantiy handled and we are as 
much in doubt as ever as to their respec- 
tive merits. The whole race was the finest 
I ever looked upon. ; 

“The Shamrock seemed to have a trifle 
the better of .t when the wind held true. 
She certainly beat the Columbia on the way 
down. In the windward work she appeared 
to gain until the wind dropped. At one 
time she appeared to be three-quarters of a 
mile to the good, 

“The way in which the ekippers split 
tacks was most interesting. Co.umb.a ap- 
peared to foot faster on the port tack, be- 
cause it was easier for her to go through 
the long heavy swells than to sail in the 
trough. Shamrock, on the contrary, ad 
better on the starboard tack, pointing 
higher and footing faster, making betier 
weather in the trough than going into the 
seas head-on, and the way in which each 
yacht tried to draw the other into her way 
of going was most interesting. We think 
we have a really good chance of winning 
the cup.”

‘The trial of Thursday was most encour- 
aging, and that of to-day is as conclusive 
as any indefinite thing can be Of course. 
we have not had a race yet, and it remains 
to be seen what Shamrock and Columbia 
can do in a blow. But we have wanted a 
bit of weather from the start.’’ 


Sir Thomas Lipton: 

“T think the showing made by the Sham- 
rock to-day was most extraordinary. I am 
hetter pleased with her to-day than anv 
day vet. tI has been proved that she is 
good in any kind of weather. We tested 
her in heavy weather and knew how good 
she was, but we had not been able to try 
her out in Hght airs. The critics all agreed 
that in weather like to-day the Columbia 
was sure to win. and they have been espe- 
clally confident that the defender was much 
the faster boat down the wind. Yet the 
challenger beat the Columbia nearly half 
a minute in the run to leeward, and she 
certainly had the better of the windward 
work so long as the race lasted. So far 
as definite results go, to-day’s unfinished 
race proves nothing. It was anybody's race 
when it was called off, and no one could tell 
which would have won had the wind held. 

“The course was kept beautifully clear 
and there was no crowding at the turn. 
although the boats were so close together 
as to make it passibie for them to give 
each other trouble. The vachts are re'a- 
tively as thev were last Tuesday, put I 
think the three unsuccessful trials have 
shown that we have reason for confidence 
in the Shamrock.”

St. Joseph Judge Declares It 
Unconstitutional. 


IT I$ CLASS LEGISLATION. 


REASONS WHY DEPARTMENT 
STORE LICENSES CANNOT 
BE EXACTED. 


Judge at St. Joseph Delivers an Opin- 
ion That Appears to Cover All 
the Points Raised in the De- 
partment Store Con- 
troversy. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., Oct. 7.—Judge A. M. 
Woodson of the Circuit Court to-day de- 
cided the Dinsmore law passed by the 
last Legislature to be unconstitutional and 
issued a mandatory writ directing the city 
authorities to issue a license to the Town- 
send & Wy.itt Dry Goods Company at the 
rate in vogue before the new law was 
passed. 

Judge Woodson's decision covers all the 
points involved in the controversy. 


Five reasons are given why the law is 
contrary to the cons,itution of the State. 

First—The Legislature attempted to dele- 
gate to the State License Commissioner 
the power to fix Hcenses at some figure 
between $200 and $500. The Legislature 
should have made the figure definite, as 
this law permits of unjust and dangerous 
discrimination. 

Second—It is class legislation in that it 
is provided that stores emp oying 16 clerks 
Shall be amenable to the law while those 
employing but_15 are exempt from paying 
the department store license. | 

ird—The license is not made uniform, 
as the License Commissioner could make a 
rate of $300 for each department in a store 
lu Kansas City, $400 in St. Louis, and $500 
in St. Joseph. The tax should be made 
uniform throughout the State to be legal. 

Fourth—The Jaw is very lame in its class- 
ification of cities. The constitution says 
cities of the second class are those hav- 
ing a population of from 30 060 to 100,000. 
This law is made to apply to cities hav- 
ing a population of 50,000 or more. It is 
evident, therefore, that some cities of the 
second class are susceptible to this law 
While others are not, and it is clearly the 
intention of the constitution that they 
should be on an equality in all things. 

Fifth—The law deprives owners of de- 
partment stores of the constitutional right 
of protection of life, liberty and property, 
which shall not be taken away without 
due process of law. The word liberty in 
this connection is used tn its broadest sense 
and is held to mean the right and privilege 
of engaging in any legitimate business of 
any kind or character. 

The suit in which this decision was ren- 
dered was brought by the Townsend & 
Wyatt_Dry Goods Co. against the City Au- 
ditor, City Comptroller and City Treasurer, 
Who refused to issue a license unless the 
tax ‘under the new law, amounting to 

200, was paid. Under the old law the li- 
cense for the remainder of the fiscal year 
would have been $36.20, and this amount 
was tendered by the firm. This was Sept. 
15, and the suit was filed the Same day. 
The matter will be taken to the Supreme 
Court at once. Attorney Vineyard, who 
represented the dry goods firm, believes he 
will be able to get the case docketed in 
time to be tried at the next term,

the boldest robberies which has ever ov- 
curred in this city was accomplished this 
afternoon at the corner of Market and 
Brook stréets, when $4000 in gold was taken 
from a United States paymaster’s wagon.

We had dropped almost a 
mile when we slackened as we passed into 
the ciouds of mist. It was depress:ngly 
loomy and gray about us. We looked 
down. Spelterinit was the first to see the 
straight white lines of 6treets shining in a 
village. <All was at last well. The mist 
did not reach so far as the earth. We 
could now see how to land, but there was 
a strong east wind. We sailed over the red 
roofs of a village: it was Riviere.

But now David H. Stewart is in his grave, 
carrying the secret of ‘his passion with him, 
The woman, who by his exertions was made 
to pass 14 years of her life behind prison 
bars, and whom afterward he made his 
wife, is alive and well and the possessor of 
an ample fortune and abundant traces of 
that beauty which in her girlhood brought 
scores of young men to her feet 


Mary Bradley as a girl was as wilful as 
ehe was beautiful. Of all the young men 
who came wooing none sulted her imperious 
fancy. Her parents urged her to marry 
one after another of them, but she would 
not heed their counsels. 

Then suddenly, before even it was fully 
@uspected that the fortunate one was a 
suitor, she announced that she was going 
to marry Simeon Brooks—a man old enough 
to be her father. 

Her parents begged her to consider. But 
it was in vain. Simeon Brooks she would 
marry, and did marry; and she seemed 50 
happy with her elderly husband that her 
parents regretted their opposition. Brooks 
was a wealthy and hospitable man, and the 
new establishment had for its guests the 
best peop.e in that part of the Siate.

She 
was interested in the poison—asked about 
its effect and how much Jit would take 
to kill, and wound up by asking stewart 
to give her some of the drug. He refused, 
and put the bottle away. 

A few days after came Mr. Brooks’ sud- 
den death. The arsenic episode crossed 
Stewart's mind, but he did not give it a 
second thought until he went to get his 
vison bottle and found {t nearly empty. 
Not a eoul in his house had toucned it. 
‘Mrs. Brooks was a frequent visitor and 
knew where it was kept. In a word, 
Stewart flatly said he believed Mrs, Brooks 
pas eer the polson and killed her hus- 
yana, 

The prosecuting attorney reluctantly took 
up the case. An autopsy revealed tnat Mr. 
Brooks had died of arsenical polsoning. 
Mrs. Brooks was arrested, tried and cuon- 
victed almost entirely on Stewaryi'’s evi- 
dence. She was sentenced to life impris- 
Onment and locked up in the penitentiary. 


Hardly had the keys turned on her in 
her cell before Stewart was at work try- 
ing to get the pardon. It became the fixed 
dea of his life to make the woman free 
whom he had made a prisoner. Year after 
year he kept on at his task. His own 
wife died meantime, and he was a widower. 
He toiled more assiduously than ever for 
dirs, Brooks’. pardon. 

At last, after 14 vears, he was success- 
ful, and the woman whom he now ad- 
mitted he madly loved was free. He begged 
her to marry him. She refused and went 
into retirement. Stewart persisted, and 
Mrs. Brooks at last consented, and the 
strange marriage took place. 

From that time Stewart and his wife 
lived apart from the world. They shunned 
society even more sternly than society 
shunned them. 

And now Stewart is dead, and his wife. 
etill beautiful and with the combined 
fortunes of two husbands, ts visiting To- 


peka.

Wise Cat, 
Landed 


Sampson, the Schooner’s 
Among Those Finally 
Safely in Port. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 7.-—Capt. G. W. 
Heath, with his wife, seven sailormen and 
his cat, Sampson, set sail from Ship Isl- 
and for San Juan in the schooner New- 
ton on Aug. 15. Sept. 4 the Newton was 
switched by the tail end of a hurricane 
and on Sept. 9, 200 miles to the northward 
of Gan Juan, she ran into a hurricane 
with enormous seas, Which Kept increas- 


ing. 
The schooner was in a cross-sea, with 


the wind on the beam from the east-north- 
east. At J p. m. on the 9th the Newton 


dived head first, and it was thought the 
schooner would never come up. Her lum- 
ber cargo pulled her up again. The schoon- 
er’s bows were smashed in, the crew 
pumped all night, and Mrs. Heath left the 
flooded cabin for one of the staterooms, 
while Sampson took refuge on a cabin 
shelf. 

The schooner fell over on her beam ends 
to port at 6.a. m. on the 10th, and the 
captain lashed his wife to the top of the 
eabinNcompanionway, where she remained 
for twenty-four hours. All the masts and 
rigging had been chopped away, with the 
exception of the foretopmast stay and fore- 
stay, which dragged out from the bowsprit, 
au sea ancnor. All the lumber went over- 
board and Second Mate Webster and Sea- 
man Oseen fell into the sea, but held ‘on 
to lumber until lines were tossed. 

On Sept. 11 all moved forward to the 
coach house, where, upon the nine-foot 
Squure top, nine people clung together. 
Sampson left the shelf on Sept. 10 and 
swam forward to his human shipmates. 

From Saturday till Tuesday they had 
had nothing to eat, but on Tuesday a 
Sailor found some ruined biscuit adrift 
in tho cabin, some water in the 
filter, and a little olly and rusiy 
water In-the donkey boiler. A can or two 
of dissicated potatoes also floated cut. 

On the night ef the 13th Sailor Am- 
mundsen saw the steamer Fontabelle com- 
ing. The captain fired his rifle, Mate

PAPER RULED OUT OF MAILS. 


Guesses Were Wanted on the Number 
of Kernels of Wheat a Hen Could 
Eat in Ten Minutes. 


CHICAGO, Ill, Oct. 7.—The “Hungry 
Hen’ lottery, which, had it been allowed to 
operate, might have seriously crippled the 
egg industry of the United States has 
been overthrown by a ruling of the Attor- 
ney General for the Postoffice Department, 
and eggs will still appear on the bills of 
fare, even at the less exclusive restaurants 
and hotels. 

The unique scheme originated in the bra‘n 
of the National Fanciers’ Journal of Hine- 
dale, Ill., who submitted it to Postmaster 
Gordon for the purpose of ascertaining if 
his paper, with the following announcement 
inserted, would be adm ssible to the malls 

‘On April 2, 1900, we will place on a large 
sheet one quart of wheat, containing — 
kernels. Three Plymouth hens, which have 
been kept from feed for six hours, will then 
be permitted to eat therefrom for ten min- 
utes, when the remaining kernels will be 
taken up, counted, and the number eaten 
by the hens ascertained. 

“To the subscriber of this journal, who 
estimates nearest the number of kernels 
eaten by the hens we will give $0; to the 
next nearest we will give $20," etc. 

The ruling of the Attorney-General ie as 
follows: | 

“The consideration for an opportunity to 
participate. in this contest Is Included in 
the price oAgebeartption to the publication. 
In my opinifn, the award of prizes offered 
in this scheme would be dependent upon 
chance. It would be practicable, it is 
true, for an intending contestant, in ad- 
vance of the contest, by taking three Ply- 
mouth hens and the number of kernels 
proposed to be used in this contest, and 
following the rules laid down In the ad- 
vertisement, to reach a rough conclusion 
as to the probable result on April 2, 1900; 
but such a count would furnish little, if 
any, guidance towara a proper estimate 
of the number of kernels that will be eat- 
en by the hens on the date mentioned. 
The eating propensities of hens, even 
though they be of the same breed, un- 
doubtedly vary, and the number of ker- 
nels egten by one trio would bb taken up 
by another at a different time, alithoug 
under precieely the same conditfons 

“The provision that, in case like esti- 


mates shall be received from different con- 
testants, the one received first shall rank 


chance, although it may be improbable 
that like estimates will be received from 
different persons. The distance of the con- 
testants from Hinsdale, the —_ of learn- 
ing of the contest and the date and hour 
of mailing the estimates would all have 
bearing upon the time of receipt of such 
estimates, and all of these are matters of 
chance.

proval to high moral ideas and _  vir- 
tuous conduct; the typical American home 
is the EFuardian of purity and peace: that 
in America religion is held in Roade; that 
the number of Americans who are earnest 
in toiling for suffering humanity; who are 
ever ready to sacrifice time and wealth to 
ift up the masses; to save from death ‘the 
submerged tenth, is legion; that Americans 
are among the most generous, the most 
large minded, the most public spirited men. 
Mora] delinquencies mts moral sores there 
are in America, but are not there such 
things in other countries, and are they the 
evil fruits of democracy? And surely, there 
has been in America no lowering of the 
h ghest standard of patriotism.

FAIRBANKS’ ADDRESS. 


Glorification of the Administration of 
President McKinley. 


Senator Charles W. Fairbanks of Indiana 
responded to the sentiment, ‘“‘The Present 
Administration.” He sald: 

“The present Administration needs neith- 
er an apologist nor a eulogist. Its imper- 
ishable record is written and is before the 
world. It is an administration of arduous 
deeds done, which lift it above the dead- 
level of history. It has been confronted 
with great questions of domestic policy; it 
has solved them. It also has encountered 
grave foreign problems, and well it has met 
them. No emergency has been so great, 
or exigency so severe that it has not been 
met on the high plane of national duty and 
national honor. 

“Few administrations ever succeeded to 
power with more weighty responsibilities or 
of which there were more exalted expecta- 
tions. There were years of distress, years 
of hopelessness and crippled enterprise back 
of us. There was a Macedonian cry from 
all sections of the land for relief—for de- 
liverance. 

“The administration was essentially 
bledged to the majntenance of the public 
credit, the public faith. Public credit is pre- 
served, yes, it was never so high at home 
and abroad as it is in this historic hour. 

The first duty which was laid upon the 
administration was to secure the re adjust- 
ment of the tariff, and the enactment of a 
genuine protective measure. To this end 
Congress was convoked in extraordinary 
session at the earliest practicable moment, 
and a tariff law was enacted. It has served 
well its purpose. It instantly gave confi- 
dence to enterprise, quickened depressed in- 
dustries, and the signs and evidences of 
commercial activity were soon witnessed 
on every hand. Domestic commerce took 
on new energy and life, and our foreign 
trade soon reached and passed the high 
Water mark of the successful and splendid 
administration of Benjamin Harrison. 

“Were the present Administration com- 
mitted to a debased free silver currency 
and to free trade, the splendid transform- 
ation we have witnessed would have been 
an utter and absolute impossibility, and 
the calamities from which we have success- 
fully and happily escaped would have been 
but multiplied. 

“There were, indeed, domestic questiorfs 
numerous and grave enough to absorb the 
attention of the Administration, but it in- 
herited an ample legacy of international 
problems of more than usual gravity. 

“The national conscience was stirred by 
Spanish atrocities; the people could endure 
them no longer. The Cuban specter would 
not down, 

“All of the powers of diplomacy were 
invoked to bring peace and order to the 
blood-stained island of Cuba. There was 
no thought of war; no desire for war. No 
one Knew better than the President the 
dreadful consequence of an appeal to the 
sword: no one knew better than he that 
nothing so becomes power as its sparing 
use. 

“While the Administration was employing 
all possible agencies to secure peace and 
honorably avert war, there were many of 
our countrymen who were impatient to 
recognize the belligerency of the Cubans: 
the independence of the so-called Cuban 
Republic; and were insistent that the con- 
flict should begin. Thev challenged the 
patriotism of the Administration and ques- 
tioned its courage, although the President 
had gathered harvests of enduring fame 
upon the battlefieids of his country. 

“For humanity’s sake, the Administra- 
tion had appealed to the. Spanish Cabinet 
in behalf of Cuba, but mediaeval! govern- 
ment would not hearken to the voice of 
the nineteenth century civilization. All ef- 
forts to mediate a peace having failed, the 
dread alternative of war alone remained. 

“A crisis was at hand, as sharp and se- 
vere as could possibly confront the Gov- 
ernment; a crisis which comes but seldom 
in the life of a nation, and yet too oft. 
The Administration with one hand delaved 
the oncoming storm, while with the other 
it pushed witb all possible dispatch the 
coast defenses, the purchase of munitions 
of war, and the enlargement of the navy, 
which was to give such splendid report of 
itself. The crisis was supreme, and it was 
superbly met. When the order for action 
came. the Congress of the United States, 
interpreting the heart and conscience, and 
the inexorable determination of the Amer- 
ican people, declared for war. Spain's 
fatal hour had come. The Administration 
was prepared to execute the decree of 
Congress; it was ready to strike. The 
thunderbolt of war fell first in the obscure 
harbor of* Manila, to-day the best known 
harbor on the earth. 

“The supreme demand of the American 
people was voiced in the order of the Ad- 
ministration which flashed to Hong Kong: 
‘Find the Spanish fleet and destroy it.’ 
How well this order was interpreted and 
executed, the world knows. The intrepid 
Dewey, in one short hour, stood with the 
foremost Admirals of all the ages. All 
honor to him; all honor to his brave men. 
A nation’s gratitude to them each and all. 

“But it has been sald with some unction 
that the administration did not desire war. 
Be it so. It is a grave matter to start the 
mighty enginery of 75 millions of people, 
brave and proud, thought just they are. 
Finite mind can compass the beginning, but 
omniscience alone can set the boundaries 
of its ending. 

“T+ will indeed be a fatal hour for the re- 
public when the President of the United 
States shall love peace less than war. 

‘We are not now concerned with questions 
of imperialism or of expansion. We are 
occupied with the paramount question of 
enforcing respect for the national author- 
ity, of suppressing a rebellion against It. 
Opposition against our autrority, wher- 
ever it has been extended, under univers- 
allv recognized law, is rebellion, whether 
it is in Illinois or in the Philippines, We 
have an irreversible and irrevoecable code 
of national duty; the flag must be pro- 
tected wherever It is lawfully raised. 
What American can demand less’ 

“We wish the war had been honorably 
averted, great ani spiendid as have been 
its results, but in God's providence that 


was impossible.

SPEECH AT KNOX COLLEGE. 


THE PLACE WHERE DOUGLAS AND 
LINCOLN MET. 


Charles Emory Smith and Secretary 
Hay Make Addresses—Incidents 
of McKinley’s Trip to 
Chicago. 


GAILESBURG, Ill., Oct. 7.—On the cam- 
pus of historic Knox College, where, 41 


years ago, Abraham Lincoln and Stephen’ 


A. Douglas met in one of a memorable 
series of debates to determine which should 
occupy a seat in the United States Senate, 
President McKinley and Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Charles Emory Smith this morning de- 
livered stirring addresses commemorative 
of the contest between those two great lead- 
ers of former days. 

The cit.zens of Galesburg turned out en 
masse to honor the President of the United 
States and the members of his Cabdinet, 
and an opportunity was given them to greet 
their distinguished guests as they were 
driven in carriages through the streets of 
- city before the exercises at jhe college 
egan. 

The escort to the President, under com- 
mand of Capt. Charles C, Craig, met Mr. 
McKinley at the residence of Col. Clark E. 
Carr, M.nister to Denmark during the ad- 
ministration of President Harrison, where 
he spent the night. _ 

In the carriage with President McKinley 
were Col. Carr, Mayor Fletcher Carney and 
Justice Alfred M. Craig of the Illinois Su- 
preme Court. The members of the Cabinet, 
in company with Dr. John H. Finley, for- 
mer president of Knox Coliege, and other 
prominent citizens of Galesburg, followed 
in a long line of carriages. kverywhere 
along the line of march the enthusiasm of 
the people was unbounded, and when the 
college campus was reached the President 
received an ovation. 

Col. Carr pres.ded over the exercises, and 
the invocation was delivered by Dr. C. E. 
Nash, president of Lombard University. 

Congressman George W. Prince welcomed 
the President to the Tenth Congressional 
District and the greeting on behalf _of the 
poae of illinois was spoken by Senator 
Shelby M. Cullom. The brief speech of the 
President was listened to with the closest 
attention and punctuated throughout its de- 
livery with outbursts of applause. 

The President said: 

Mr. Chairman and My Fellow Citizens: 
The time and place make this meeiing 
meniorabie. Forty-one years ago on this 
spot two mighty ieaders representing op- 
pos.ng ideas contended for, mastery before 
the tribune of the peonie. 1l Was a con- 
test which history will not fail to record, 
and some are yet living to tell of its ing 
teresting and tnriiling story. lt has been 
recited around the family fireside unt.l, to 
the peopie of Illinois, it has become a 
household tale, inspiring love of liberty and 
devotion to free institutions. Here, there- 
fore, are sacred memories wh.ch will be 
cherished by this community for ail time 
and are permanently incorporated in the 
life of the nation. Lincoin and Douglas are 
inseparably connected in the pubdlic mind. 
Their assoc.ation began in conflict and 
ended in co-operation. They were in an- 
tagonism for more than a generation over 
the interpretation of the Constitution, and 
were united at last when the Constitution 
itself was assalilied. They might d.ffer 
as they did over the meaning of some of 
its provisions, but when the crisis came 
they stood together for its inv-oiability and 
for the inseparabiiity of the Union it estab- 
lished. The one asserted the right of sla- 
very under certain conditions to enter the 
territories—the other disputed that r-.ght 
under any conditions; but both agreed tnat 
the slave power should not divide the 
I'nion. The debate was national and his- 
torical. It commanded profcund attention. 
It interested all sections. It was watched 
with deepest anxiety by the foilowers of 
both. It wae read and studied as no other 
public discussion before or since. It pre- 
sented the best of two conflicting schoolg 
of thought. It was epoch-making and 
marked an epoch in our history. It touched 
the public conscience. It influenced public 
thought and purpose. It made ihe issue 
impossible of escape; it could be no longer 
avoided or evaded. It united the friends of 
liberty as well as those of slavery. It has- 
tened the “‘irrepress.bie conflict.”” It was 
not the beginning ‘of the ag:tation, but it 


carried it into the lives and homes of the) 
republic, and no issue is ever rightly eet- | 


tled until it is settled there. It is no little 
source of sat.sfaction that upon the great 
question presented in these debates while 
Douglas carried the Legislature, Lincoin 
had a majority of the people. The torch of 
liberty was not lighted here, but it flamed 
forth with a broader, brighter, bolder light 
as it was lighted up by the strong arm of 
Abraham L-ncoln. 

Three years, only three years, intervened 
and the debate was removed from the 
arena of peaceful discussion to that of war 
and carnage. And then Lincoln and Doug- 
lass stood no longer divided. Sumter was 
fired on April 12, 1861. On the 15th of that 
month Lincoln issued his call for 75,000 
troops. The position of Douglas at this

ernment, threw the force of his great per- 
sonality in support of the cxevutive. Upon

pared to fully sustain the President in the.

to vreserve the Union, maintain the Gov-'! 
ernment and defend the Federal capital. | 
A firm policy and prompt action was nec- | 


essary. The capital was in danger and 
must be defended at all hazards and at 
any expense of men and money. He spoke 
of the present and future Without any ref- 
erence to the past. 

He no longer considered party. His sole 
concern was for his country. He had no 
sympathy with our enemies in the North 
who openly or secretly counseled the dis- 
solution of the Union. He was for the 
flag and for its cause and the -brave men 
who carried it had his biessing and prayers. 
His patriotic course was a mighty factor 
in holding union sentiment and in uniting 
the patriotism of the country, and shou.d 
serve aS an example of good citizenship 
and an inspiration to duty. 

Though Douglas espoused a cause 
doomed to defeat, yet his name was cher- 
ished by patriots everywhere because when 
the test came he was found supporting 
the government and advising his followers 
to uphold the constituted authorities. It is 
the cause which lives and it is the cause 
which makes the men identified with ft im- 
mortal in history. Lincoln was the leader 
of the triumphant cause Dougias, though 
opposed to him for a lifetime. eupported 
and strengthened his arm. Both will be 
remembered longest, not for the debate, Dut 
for their part in the mighty events which 
ensued. They will live because the Unton 
which was saved and the liberty which was 
established will endure to perpetuate their 
names.

At the con¢lusion of the exercises, short- 
ly before noon, the President.al party 
boarded the train for Chicago. 


Secretary of State Hay. being called for 
by the audience, responded very briefly as 
follows: 

“It would not be becoming for me to oc- 
cupy more than a minute of your time on 
am occasion so important as this, where 
every instant has been provided for. I 
will therefore only thank you for your kind 
weicome and congratulate you on the great 
success of your day. This community has 
aiWays been famous tn our annals for its 
lcvalty to its ideals—for its devotion to the 
things of the spirit. Ina country and ter- 
ritory where action receives more attention 
than ideas, where material triumphs are 
more sure of their recognition and reward 
than the more profound and far-reaching 
victories of thought, it is characteristic of 
the people of Galesburg that they have 
chosen to celebrate the memory of one of 
the greatest intellectual and moral contests 
which our country has known. I am not 
the person, nor is this the time, to discuss 
tne merits of that hattle of Titans, but we 
are all agreed that there have been few con- 
troversies more important and significant, 
more filled wth human and historic 
interest than the debate which. be- 
ginning at Ottawa and continued at Gales- 
burg, was carried on with ever-increasing 
power and energy over this great State 
until the nation stood by to Hsten and 
applaud. As is the case with all great 
moral conflicts its echoes did not die with 
ithe close of the debate. They swelled into 
a clamor like that of an ocean, shaking a 
continent and disturbing the’ world. The 
conflict of ideas burst forth into a conflict 
of arms, and after four years of war and 
destruction, peace came, and reflection and 
the rainbow of. reconciliation spanning all 
our vast domain of promise. And, when 
the storm and the flood were over the ideas 
dominant in that debate were found to have 
overspread and fertilized the nation; and 
they will live, we hope, for centuries and 
miilenniums to come. 

“We rejoice in a reunited nation, bound 
together, over all its immense extent, -by 
bonds of common interests and fraternal 
love. We obev one constitution, we follow 
one flag, we owe one allegiance, we press 
forward together to one glorious destiny. 
And, in this day of peace and union—which

SPEECH AT KEWANEE.

“T am glad to meet the workingmen of 
this busy manufacturing town, and to 
meet my fellow citizens generally and con- 
gratulate them upon the improved condi-

The “Beijevers’” are a peculiar people 
and hold unique doctripes and customs. 
They believe in modesty in raiment and in 
temperance in living. They abhor denoml- 
national organization and have no binding 
rures. When a few of them meet in a con- 
Sregation, they select one of their number 
48 pastor and he goes about his work 
without further ceremony. There is no or- 
dination, no license. He is elected and that 
is all there is to the proceeding. He has 
no fixed salary and must depend upon the 
donations of his co-religionists. One of 
their tenets is liberality in all things’ and 
he usually fares well. 

The ‘Believers’ have no titles of dis- 
tinction. They eschew professor, doctor 
and reverend and have only pastor, brother 
and sister. They take up no collections at 
their meetings. If there is expense to be 
borne, the faithful share it equally. They 
have a sublime teaching which they live up 
to. They hold that all men are brothers 
and they act accordingly. The negro is as 
welcome to their councils asa the white 
man. The man from the House of Luxury 
sits in fraternal communion with the man 


from the Hause of Want. They have no 
social distinction. They do not burden 
themselves with creeds. Each has, in a 


general way, his own faith, the only com- 
mand given to him being to forget self al- 
ways, as far as possible.

As the number of the candidates for bap- 
tism inereased, the enthusiasm of the 
other delegates grew. They sang with all 
the power of their voices and could be 
heard for blocks away. 

When the singing ceased, the 
asked each of the eandidates some formal 
qniestions, after which the meeting ad- 
jJourned to another part of the bullding 
where a baptistry was in readiness.

“JIM” M’DONALD SLOWLY DYING 
WITH CONSUMPTION. 


HENRY FERGUSON’S ETIQUETTE. 


It Caused Him to Receive Several Se- 
vere Scalp Wounds—Miss Ruby 
Richard’s Scalp and Skin 
Grafting. 


“Jim’’ McDonald, whose name is linked 
with that of “Skippy’’ Rohan and other 
local police characters of the rising genera- 
tion, is dying in the City Hospital. He 
has consumption. 

McDonald's condition is accentuated by @ 
mental affliction. His mind is a total blank 
and he scarcely recognizes his most intl- 
mate friends, 

Two weeks ago McDonald was released 
from the State Penitentiary, where he 
served two years for burglary and larceny. 
Time and again Mac’s signature has up- 
peared on the workhouse register. 

He is 22 years old. Born amid evil asso- 
Clations, he took to wrong doing and was 
branded a criminal ere he knew the mean- 
ing of the word crime. 

One day he was locked up on a charge 
of idling. At the time he was trying to 
earn an honest living. The police would 
not listen to his entreaties for mercy. 

The judge eyed the boy closely and said: 
‘““‘Well, you have an honest face, but the

The lump rose 
in his throat as he stammered out a plea 
for another trial. 

The law railroaded him to the rockpile, 


and from that day Jim McDonald wae a 
sworn enemy of law and order.

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DEWEY’S COUNTRY COUSINS. 


Two Maiden Sisters Who Dwell in a 


Kentucky Village. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LEXINGTON, Ky., Oct. 7.—Many years 
ago a brother of Admiral Dewey’s father 
came West and when the Admiral was giv- 
ing an aceount of his family lately—in re- 
sponse to a request—he said that he never 
knew what became of this migrating uncle, 
Now there are two living descendants of 
that uncle, and they are to be found ina 
small tumbledown house in Elizaville, 
Fieming County, Ky. In this sad little 
home, one of them nearly blind and both 
sadly aff:icted with poverty, live two maid- 
en sisters—Elizabeth and Sarah Dewey— 
who are the only surviving members of the 
family of this James Dewey who came 
West. and who are the own cousins of 
the Admiral. 

So. remote from the world do they live 
and so narrow are the lines of their hum- 
bie lives that it is possible they have barely 
heard of their famous relative, for but 
faint echoes of all the tumult over the 
Admiral's arrival have reached remote 
EF izaville 

James Dewey remained in Kentucky be- 
fore and all throughout the war a sturdy 
abolitionist and hehce in a measure ostra- 
cized by his Southern neighbors. But he 
had the square Dewey chin and the resolute 
Dewey grit and he never yielded a jot or 
tittle of his convictions. In addition to the 
two daughters just mentioned, he had two 
sons, both of whom bore arms on the Union 
side during the war—one in the army and 
the other in the navy. so the Admiral je 
not the first of his name and family to 
have fought for the flag on the water. 
After the war both of these sons removed 
to California, where they died.

We stated that rates had been 
fairly well preserved in 1899, while they 
were exceptionally irregular in the previ- 
ous year. He said in connection with the 
export ‘business that all the grain shipped 
by favored shippers to Chicago is given 
the benefit of the export rate, which is 
three and two-tenths cents less than the 
domestic rate. He also gave figures to 
show that the freight ratte on grain from 
Chicago to al] Atlantic céast points was 
considerably lower than that from St. 
Louis. 

In this connection Vanlandingham refer- 
red to the favoritism said to be shown by 
the Western roads to certain elevators. 
This favoritism had, he said, been carried 
to an extent that enabled five Chicago 
firms to control % per cent of the export 
grain business of the West. 

Mr. Vanlandingham referred to the dlf- 
ference in the rate on flour from that on 
grain, saying that the development of the 
gulf ports had resulted in a very marked 
discrimination in that line. This amounted 
to an average of 7 or 8 cents on the hun- 
dred and was due to the fact that wheat 
in bulk could be more readily supplied than 
flour. This difference was too great, and 
Mr. Vanlandingham considered it very 
prejudicial to the American miller. That 
this was true was shown, he said, by the 
fact that there had been an increase of oniy 
6 per cent exportation of 1898 compared 
with an increase of & per cent in the ex- 
portation of wheat. 

Referring to rates to the Pacific Coast 
from the middle West, ‘Mr. Vanlanding- 
ham said that ps to 18 months ago it was 
not unusual for s 4 oem to send their goods 
to points on the Atlantic coast and thence 
by water to the far West. Recently 
however, this course had not been neces- 
sary, so far as 'Mr. Vanlandingham knew. 
He said that the greatest violaters of the 
interstete commerce acts were roads in 
the hands of receivers. . Having no interest 
to pay, they generally were disposed to 
ae business at a lower rate than other 
nes, 

Mr. Vanlandingham said the greatest de- 
fect in the present railway system was the 
inability to secure legal rellef in case of 
abuse. The Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion findings not oenee binding on the rail- 
roads shippers had almost ceased to apply 
to the commission except with the hope of 
developing more information than was 
otherwise procurable. 

He suggested several amendments to the 
interstate commerce law including one 
giving the commission power to enforce its 
findings and to reduce rates in certain 
cases. He would also have export rates 
— public and he was opposed to pool- 
ng.

Some Interesting Facts About This 
Ancient Celestial City. 
from the Fortnightly Review. 

Peking was originally a fortress, and a 
fortress—of medieval type be it well un- 
derstood—it still remains. Built ag a watch 
tower over against the unruly tribes of the 
North, the quarter whence all Chinese in- 
vasions have come, its Tartar conquerors 
expanded it into the court and cap, and 
this stamp of its origin pervades the whole 
of the vast enclosure at the present day. 
Bearing a etriking resemblance to the sym- 
metrical] encampment which the old Roman 
discipline required to be erected at every 
halt of their armies, this city has its earth- 
en rampart, brick faced and with crenu- 
lated top, set four square about it; a

An Exciting Exhibition of a 
Great Western Sport. 


LASSOING AND TYING STEERS. 


GUS PICKETT OF DECATUR, TEX., 
WON FIRST PRIZE. 


Astonishing Feats of Horsemanship 
and Thrilling Rough-Riding Af- 
ter Cattle—How the Steers 
Were Tlifrown and Tied. 


Three inches of rope, or the lack of it, 
rather, prevented Bob Miller from making 
$700 in a little more than a minute at the 
Fair Grounds yesterday afternoon, Skill 
and pluck won the coveted prize for Gus 
Pickett of Decatur, Tex., the champion 
cow puncher of the world. 

Thousands of persons were witnesses to 
Miller’s bad luck and Pickett’s good for- 
tune—thousands of men and women who 
yelled themselves hoarse in appreciation of 
a typical American sport—cow roping. The 
exhibition was conceded by experts who 
saw it to be the best of its kind ever 
seen here. There was never an instant 
when the contest was not intensely excit- 
ing. Not one of the men entered falled to 
show the stuff that was in him—the nerve 
and cool determination that is a staple 
article in the Western cattle country. 

The contestants were the best in their 
line, men born with the epirit of adventure 
and reared in the eaddle, Iney came from 
all parts of the country west of the Mis- 
Sissippi and two of them from a point 


east of it. The inducement to competition 
was alluring. The prizes consisted of $7 
for the best roper, for the second and 
$100 for the third. 

Contestants were required to lasso and 
throw a steer and tie at least three of its 
feet together in such a way that it could 
not rise. The prizes went to those who did 
this in the shortest time. 

The roping was done in the fleld of the 
mile race track. In the center of the field 
a pen had been erected in which to confine 
the steers. The man who was to do the 
rop.:ng took his position to the right of the 
gate of this pen, as viewed from the grand 
stand. Fifty yards from the gate a horse- 
man Was stationed with a red flag which 
he dropped as the steer passed him. This 
was the signal for the contestant to r'‘de in 
pursuit of the steer. When the steer heard 
the hoof beats behind him he would scam- 
per away across the field with the rider 
almost at his flank swinging his lariat and 
preparing to throw. 

Of a sudden the loop of rope would go 
sailing througn the air, If it settled over 
the horns of the steer the battle was on 
in earnest. It is one thing to get a rope 
over a steer’s horns and another to throw 
him to the ground and truss him up, like 
a Thansgiving turkey. As soon as he feels 
the rope he becomes a four-footed, double- 
horned demon, The rope must be thrown 
over his back and about ‘this legs. Then 
comes a quick swerve of the horse and a 
sudden jerk. If the rider, is skillful and 
the horse well trained Mr. Steer’s feet are 
pulied from under him and he goes about 
three feet in the air and comes down so 
hard the breath is Knocked out of him. 
Then nothing remaine but to tie him. 

But you've got to get him down first. 

Each man in yesterday's contest was al- 
lowed oniy two casts of the lariat. S. T. 
Privett of San'Angelo, Tex., and S. J. Me- 
Spadden of Decatur, Tex., the first men 
out, missed both throws and rétired. 

Then the crowd got its first taste of the 
true quality of this Western sport, when 
B. B. Posey of Wagoner, I. T., started in 
pursuit of an active young steer. He over- 
took it within 100 yards of the pen, but 
missed his first throw. The ateer swerved 
and made for the west end of the field, 
with Posey following closely, gathering his 
rope for the second throw as he went. 

Over near the water i he threw his 
lasso. The loop settled over the animal's 
horns. Quick as a shot the cowboy rode 
around the bull and a second later the first 
fall was scored. Posey, notwithstandin 
his miss on the first throw, had the bul 
securely tied one minute and thirty-four 
seconds after it was liberated from the pen. 
It was a great performance which won him 
applause, not only from the crowd in the 
grand stand, but from his competitors as 
well. His score remained the best until 
after the programme was half finished. 

Ww... 2 ogers of Oolagah, I. T., had a 
long chase before he could get close enough 
to lasso his steer and the best time he 
could make was 2:39. 

Ww. L. Smith of Terrill, Tex., missed both 
his throws, after which J. E. Merrill of 
Rownd Rocks. Tex., was sent after a mean 
looking animal that fairly outran the lit- 
tle mustang in pursuit. Merrill had to 
throw the bull twice before he could tie 
him, vet he did the trick In 1:59%. 

A. J. Kirkwood of Leavenworth, Kan., 
was tarown from his horse and before he 
could regain the saddle the streer got away 
from him. 

Frank Schramm of East St. Louls was 
loudly applauded ag he entered the lists. 
He was game, but luck was against him. 
His horse acted badly, throwing him twice. 
He roned and threw his steer, but did not 
succeed in tying him. 

Vincente Oreneza, the champion roper of 
Mexico. was the next out. A bad horse 
probably lost him the money. He dropped 
his steer on the second throw and com- 
pleted the tie-up In 3:29. 

TM. Latham had a long chase and after 
throwing his etger did not attempt to tle 
him, as {t was apparent he was outside the 
money. 

Zuster Gardener of Sherwood, Tex., tiled 
up-his steer tn 2:11. He has a record of 
299 seconds. R. B. Stewart of East St. 
Louls miased both throws. 

Then came Gus Pickett of Decatur, Tex.. 
the champion of the world, with a record 
of 32 seconds. Pickett threw and tied his 
steer so quickly it took the crowd's breath 
away. He overtook ijt a few yards from 
the signal flag, laseoed it and got around 
it threw {it and tied it almost before any- 
body realMzed what was papponing. 

P. H. Berry of East St. Louis had an ex- 
citing chase and after catching his steer 
the rope broke. He got another and again 
roped the bull, but his horse fell and rolled 
over him and he limped back without mak- 
ing another attempt. 

Then came the prettiest plece of work of 
the day. thourh the man who did it went 
unrewarded Bob Miller of Muskogee, I. T.

“Une of the Confederate battle flags that had 
been resting in the military museum of 
Michigan for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

The first regiment of Union soldiers to 
enter the city of Petersburg, Va.. was the 
First Michigan Sharpshooters. This regi- 
ment found the flag of the Petersburg 
Grays in the City Hall when they captured 
that edifice and they bore the emblem 
away. At the close of the war it was 
brought to Michigan and deposited with 
other battle flags, both Union and Confed- 
erate, in the military museum in the State 
house. 

The flag was presented to the Grays by 
the Women of Petersburg on Washington's 
birthday, 180. The Grays is an ancient or- 
ganization, its members having served in 


the Mexican War. The organization has 
remained intact ever since, and no soldiers 
did better service during the war with 
Spain, In recognition of this service, and 
as an evidence of the complete wip'ng oue 
of sectional lines, the Michigan Legislature, 
XX dy a unanimous vote, consented to the re- 
-turn of this flag to the organization from 

which it was taken. The return was 


made by members of the First Michigan 
Sharpshooters who were present when the 
flag was captured, immediately after the 
close of the recent national encampment of 
the G, A. R., and it was received with 
ceremony and much rejoicing. 

There still remain in the Michigan mu- 
seum 14 Confederate flags that were cap- 
tured a the soldiers of this State, and an 
interesting history is connected with each 
of them. One of the most beautiful is the 
banner of the Taylor Grays, which was 
presented to them by the ladies of King 
William. It was captured in Virginia by 
James L. Carpenter, captain of the Sev- 
enth Michigan Infantry. The standard is 
of blue silk, and an American eagle car- 
ries in its beak a scroll with the inscrip- 
_—,, “God assisting, we have nothing to 
ear.’ 

A small banner of deep blue cloth with 
a crescent and a cluster of palmetto 
branches was presented to the museum by 
Mrs. Moses Taggart, wife of ex-Attorney- 
General Taggart of Grand Rapids. It was 
captured by Col. Town in a hand-to-hand 
encounter with the enemy in one of the 
charges made by the First Michigan Cav- 
alry at the second battle of Bull Run. In 
this encounter Col. Town received two sa- 
ber cuts and.two pistol «hot wounds, but 
l.e lived to perform further service for his 
country. 

Probably the most elaborate emblem in 
the collection is a large blue silk banner 
with heavy gold buliion fringe. On one 
side is a large oil painting, in the center 
of which is the figure of a woman repre- 
senting the goddess of war. The head of 
this figure is adorned with a tall red cap 
and a red cloak its clasped at the throat 
and thrown back over the soldiers. The 
right breast is bare and the figure leans 
on a drawn sword clasped in the left hand, 
while the right hand holds aloft a streamer 
bearing the words: ‘‘Wilcox True Blues— 
Woman's Offering to Patriotism.” 
Beneath these words are seven smal] gilt 
stars and one large one. Near the right foot 
of the figure is a representation of a loco- 
motive named “Alabama,’’ while at the left 
is a steamboat with the worde “Alabama 
River” on the wheelhouse. whi e underneath 
all is the name “Jeff Davis.” 

On the opposite eide of this flag is a paint- 
ing of a shrub in full bloom, beneath whch 
is a large serpent with a double-forked 
tongue. Over the shrub and serpent are the 
words: ‘‘Noli me tangere’’—touch me not. 

This emblem was captured at Tiptonville, 
Tenn., near ‘sland No. 10, on June, 1862, by a 
squad of Michigan men under the command 
of Jacob L. Richmond, then ordery eer- 
geant, later Captain of Battery H, First 
Michigan Ligitt Artiilery. Lieut. Spencer of 


the battery detailed the captors to make a 
ra.d on some rebel officers who were in the 
habit of visiting friends at Tiptonville. The 
officers esca from the house, and an old 
lady conceaied the Banner and a number ot 
rebel flags which were left behind, under 
the cushion of her chair, but they did not 
escape the attention of the squad, 

The standard of the First Alabama Cav- 
alry was captured by the Fourth Michigan 
Cavalry at Middleton, Tenn., May 22, 1363, 
and was pres@nted by the captors to the 
people of Michigan. On ite blue fie!:d tweive 
small stars surround one large star, the re- 
mainder of the standard being pink si.k 
ornamented with gcld fringe. 

The flag of the Twenty-third Georgia In- 
fantry is a specimen of the one time ‘“bon- 
nie stars and bars.”’ 

The battle flag of the Ninth Louisiana 
battalion was captured. by Company F, 
Sixth Michigan Infantry, at the’ battle of 
Baton Rouge, Aug. 5, 1862. Small tinsel 
embroidered stars are on its fleld of blue, 
and it has three stripes of red and white. 

Another emblem is that of the Fifth Con- 
federate Cavalry, which was captured Dy 
the Fifteenth Michigan Infantry, July : 
1864. Its painted background has faded to 
an olive hue. In the center is the name of 
the command, with two crossed cannon, ana 
‘t bears the foliowing inscription: ‘Bel- 
mont, Shiloh, Farmington, Murfreesboro, 
Perrinville. Chickamauga, Ringold.”’ 

The standard of Gen. Van Dorn’s body- 
guard was captured from Forest’s forces 
near Franklin,Tenn., by the Second Michi- 
gan Cavalry, June 4, 1863. 

A Confederate ig : captured from a North 

Carolina regiment by the Second Michigan 
Cavalry has three red, white and blue 
stripes and white stars on a fleld of bDiue. 
In the center of each star is a gilt orna- 
ment, 
There is aleo in this historic collection the 
flag of a North Carolina regiment that was 
captured at Asheville by Sergt. Bryon 
Howard of Company E, BDighth Michigan 
Infantry; a flag was taken at the surrender 
of Petersburg, April 3, 1865, by the Second 
Michigan Infantry; a small Confederate 
flag captured in Missouri in 1862 by Lieut. 
Ty fer; a trianguiar flag, with a Maltese cross 
emblazoned on a field of bue, which was 
presented by Gen. Nathan Church of Ithaca, 
Mich. 

The moet tattered flag in the museum is 
that of the Fifty-fourth Virginia Infantry, 
which was captured by the Fourteenth 
Michigan Infantry at Bentonville, N. C., 
March 14, 1865. 

A strange emblem in this c@lection is a 
union jack which was taken from the attic 
of a private dwelling occupied by a British 
resident at Fredericksburg, Va., by Capt. 
Steele of Ingham County.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 7.—This is a free 
translation of the oath of the secret s0o- 
ciety—the soul and center oath of the ter- 
rible Katipunan of the Filipino war—which 
is, in Admiral Dewey’s phrase, “the brains 


behind Aguinaldo.”’ 

It is an organization vaster than the 
Italian Mafia or Camorra, more cunning 
than the Hindoo thugs, more bold than 
the Russian Nihilists. Organized under a 
patriotic instinct it veils itself in mystery, 
puts the punishment of death upon any 
member who disobeys its order or reveals 
its secrets and laughs at the ban of the 
church. 

The Kataastaasan Kagalanggalang Kati- 
punan, whose banner bears the dreaded 
insignia of “K. K. K.,’”’ has been in exist- 
ence only five years. 

There. was a time when patriotic Fill- 
pinos, who had become educated and had 
read of political changes in Europe and 
America, dreamed of rescuing the Philip- 
pines from robbery and misrule by peace- 
ful means. 

They soon found that open agitation 
served only to cause the arrest and exe- 
eution of all who protested against Span- 
ish extortions and the confiscation of their 
estates. 

The Spaniards taxed the natives in every 
possible way; practically enslaved them by 
forcing them to work without pay on stolen 
estates, or kept them in virtual bondage 
by prohibitive rentals. 

In 1872 the native Filipino soldiers mu- 
tined. It was thelr plan to rise in Manila 
and butcher all the Spaniards. The pans 
were not well matured, and only Cavite 
was subjé¢ted to a baptism of biood. 

It was ‘avhorrible crime against humanity 
that butchery, and it met with a horrible 
reprisal. The Spaniards showed themselves 
far more energetic in war than in peace. 
They harried thousands of honest farmers 
on the plea that they were rebels; they 
put to medieval tortures hundreds of na- 
tives suspected of guilty knowledge of the 
massacre. The worst thing they did—the 
most foolish politically, as well as most 
indefensibie on moral grounds—was_ the 
killing of Padre Burgos, the dearly beloved 
Filipino priest, a man of the most saintly 
life and character. 

When he lay bleedirg in a low row of 
men who had been ranged along a blank 
wall and killed by a firing squad, the ‘‘Liga 
Fiipinos’’ was formed. Dr. Rizal was at its 
head, the most cultured and intelligent, and 
probably the ablest man who has ever been 
connected with the Tagal uprising. 

Again the same disheartening story of 
cross purposes and divided aims and then 
Dr. Rizal also was taken and shot. That 
day the islands lost their best leader. 


The native leaders thad seen the blood 
of their best and bravest too often flow. 
They resolved that what they should do 
in the future should in secret.

founded. ts object was not a league cf 
leaders, but a league of an entire people. 
They included the rich and the poor. Tov 
make secret everything that was done 
they bound every member by the most 
terrible oaths.

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DEWEY AND THE ADMINISTRATION. 


Admiral Dewey’s opinions on the Philippine situation, as re- 
ported by Assistant Secretary Allen, aré no doubt colored by 
that medium, but even so, they are not very encouraging to 
Administration men. 

The Admiral recommends a greater force and more energy 
in war operations. He advises the immediate dispatch of sev- 
eral more ships and a tightening of the blockade. That is to 
say, from a military point of view,.the war is a languid fail- 
ure. McKinley’s dawdling is a mistake. i 

On questions of policy the Admiral does not seem to be at 
one with the President. At the beginning he was in favor of 
taking Manila and Manila Ray as a naval station and letting 
the rest of the archipelago go. The Goverfiment’s determina- 
tion to take al! the islands was reached without consulting him 
and was contrary to his wishes and principles. _ 

It will be remembered that Admiral Dewey did not believe 
war necessary; that the occasion required, not a soldier, but a 
statesman, and that he differed from the President’s represen- 
tative, Gen. Otis, on the most vital and critical questions of 
policy. 

Now that the President and his advisers have created the 
situation, there is nothing to do, in Admiral Dewey’s opinion, 
but fight it out. Aguinaldo’s followers must be subdued and 


the rest of the Filipinos must be shown. by. facts that the. 


Americans mean to do right by them. They will not accept 
promises. The Spaniards promised for four hundred years, 
but gave them nothing but oppression and pillage. Works, 
not words, are needed in the Philippines, 

But Admiral Dewey adheres in principle to his first idea. The 
Filipinos should be granted self-governmént as soon as Agui- 
naldo is defeated. The sorry mismanagement of the question 
may make it more difficult to bring about such a settlement, 
because the natives distrust the Americans. Nevertheless self- 
government is the word, and it must come. Dewey’s original 
idea is still uppermost in his mind. 

Dewev can hardly be said to approve the Administration’s 
policy. But there is hope that the President will now support 
Dewer's policy. 

James Harlan, who died at Mount Pleasant, Io., last Thurs- 
day, was Secretary of the Interior in Johnson’s Cabinet, was 
an honest, able man, and a good patriot. But, unhappily, he 
will be remembered chiefly because he discharged Walt Whit- 
man from the department “for writing an indecent book.” 
Walt’s ‘‘Leaves of Grass’’ was too strong meat for Harlan. 
On the other hand Lincoln one day saw the “good gray poet” 
in a crowd in front of the White House He gazed at him for 
a moment and then exclaimed: “Well, hé is aman.” Time con- 
firms Lincoln’s judgment. But Harlan is not to be condemned. 
A man who dwells in the valley of the commonplace should 
not be blamed for not seeing the rising sun as soon as he who 
stands on the mountain top. 
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The President is the President of all the people, but Mr. Mc- 
Kinley and his Cabinet officers who are stumping the coun- 
try seem to feel that they represent only a part of them. They 
are trying. to turn popular demonstrations in honor of the 
President into partisan meetings in support of YcKinley. 
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A factory business removed from Quincy, IIL, to $t. Louis 
has doubled its business and additional building has become 
necessary. Every outside manufacturer in the United States 
should keep his eye on St. Louis when he thinks of removing.

WEALTHY GEORGIAN HAS NO 
FEAR OF THE RACE PROBLEM. 


SAYS IT SETTLES ITSELF, 


His Idea Is That the Blacks Will Mo- 
nopolize Farming and the Whites . 
Will Go to Factories. 


ATLANTA, Oct. 7.—Benjamin W. Hunt, 
one of the wealthiest planters of Putnam 
County, Ga., whoge remarks gain greater 
weight from the fact that he was born 
and Hved for many years in the North, 
published to<lay an article in which he 
advocates practically the abandonmént of 
farming tothe negro race and the adoption 
of mechanica} and factory. tebor ‘on’ the 
part of the middle class whites as a means 
of livelihood. 

He urges this means as a solution of 
the race difficulty, holding that as long 
as the whites in the country confine their 
operations to agriculture, they will come 
in competition with the negro, who, Mr. 
Hunt says, are much better qualified for 
the heavy labor on farms. He insists that 
the negro inherently despises a white man 
who is not fairly wealthy and says that 
no one can be surprised at the freqtent 
clashes between the races in the country. 

Concluding, he declares that the labor 
conditions are so pressing that more white 
people are seeking work in factories in the 
South at present than ever before. ‘The 
moral and social standing of mill operatives 
in Georg:a has grown higher year by year, 
and siowly but surely the South is soiving 
the race problem,” he says.

STRANGE EPITAPH OF A FREE- 


BOOTER OF KANSAS. 


WAS CHOSEN BY A WOMAN. 


‘Earth Has One Mortal Less, Heaven 
One Angel More,’’ Was the Belief 
Which She Expressed. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 7.—‘‘Earth has 
one mortal less, heaven one angel more.”’ 
This quotation is inscribed upon the mar- 
ble slab that marks the grave of the no- 
torious robber and murderer, Cleveland, 
who lies buried in a cemetery at Osawato- 
mie, Kan. Cleveland was a product of the 
Civil War and figured on the border of 
Kansas and ‘Missouri in the first years of 
the confiict—’61 and ’62—and is well remem- 
bered by many of the people of Kansas 
City who lived here during those years of 
outrage and terror. 

The stone was placed there by a woman 
called Em ‘McCoy, who had linked her life 
to that of the bold outlaw. She belonged 
to one of the old families of St. Louis, Dut 
had forsaken home and friends years pre- 
vious to become the mistress of Capt, Mc- 
Cloy, whose name she appropriated. Mc- 
Cloy was a steamboat captain and died in 
St. Louis in the fall of 1860. WHariy in the 
following year she. fell ig with Cleveland 
and followed him to Leavenworth and then 
to this city. 

The gravestone was made and lettered 
in St. Louis and shipped here on a boat. 
For over two months it stood in front of a 
building at the corner of Third and Main 
streets, in which Cléveland had occupied 
&@ room during his criminal career here. 
The woman wished to store the stone in 
that room, but the man in charge of the 


building refused, and the slab remained 
outside for weeks to be gazed at by every- 
passerby. She could find no ohe wno wou.d 
carry the stone to where Cleveland was 
buried because a military permit must first 
be obtained. 

Cleveland followed Jamison’s regiment 
from Leavenworth to Kansas City and af- 
ter the regiment left here he remained 
behind and, with a few choice spirits such 
as Walt Sinclair, Jack Harvey and [Ke 
Cultus, plundered, robbed and murdered 
until an order came from Gen, Denver, 
commandant at Fort Leavenworth, to ie

Capt. Green of the Sixth Kansas was at 
the time siationed at Paola, Kan. One 
morning in March, 1862, Cleve.and made his 
appearance near that town and robbed and 
murdered & man two miles north of that 
point. He had also committed several bold 
robberies near Spring Hill, north of Paola 
come ten miles. Green took a squad of gol- 
diers and pursued Cleveland to a small 
stream south of Osawatomie and whiie he 
was swimming the stream the squad fired 
upon him ki.ling him. The citizens of 
Osawatomie buried Cleveland in the ceme- 
tery at that place. 

Cleveland was a deperado that reveled 
in atrocity. He spared neither friend nor 
foe if it were necessary to accomplish rob- 
bery or piunder. Tr¢é long roll that beat 
to arms in 1861 was followed close by crimes 
and violence upon the border of this State 
and in Kansas, and no criminal] left blood- 
ier trail than Cleveland. 

The advent of Jemison’s regiment in 1861 
was sufficient warning to banks as well as 
to private business men to hide away their 
valuables. Jemison was a freebooter him- 
Self and had been engaged in robbing the 
border counties of Missouf! for years pre- 
vious to the war. One of the main induce- 
ments to enlist tinder his banner was that 
unlimited Ticehe€e -wou be allowed to rob 
Missourians. Cleveland took advantage of 
all the promises Jemison made to his rob- 
ber crew. 

Walt Sinclair probably saved the life of 
John Q. Watkins, when Cleveland entered 
the Watkins bank. Sinclair ‘had lived in 
this city previous to the War, and although 
a desperado, and one of Cleveland's trusted 
men, he exacted a promise that a shot 
should not be fired unless it was in self- 
defense. When Cleveland found he had 
béen foiled, after ransacking the safe and 
drawers of the counter, he léveled his pistol 
at Watkins and said: ‘Give up the money 
in the bank or die!’’ Watkins replied that 
the money was gone, afid that was all there 
was to It. When the robbers left the bank 
and stood upon the pavement or the out- 
side, Cleveland remarked to Sinclair: “That 
man is t9o0 nervy for me; I'll just go back 
and kill him.” Sinclair declared he would 
kill Cleveland if he fired a snot at Wat- 
kins. Cleveland and Sinclair were never 
friends afterward. Eath was afraid of the; 
drop of the others revolver, and when 
Cleveland tovk to the foad, Sinclair, Har- 
vey and Cultus deserted him. 

Such was the character of the man who 
has inseribed upon the marble slab that 
marks his resting plave that “heaven had 
gained an angeél.”” The woman who put 
the stone there Hes buried in the potter's 
field at Leavenworth, with no marble slab— 
nothing but the little hillock of earth to 
mark the end of her eventful career. 

After the death of Cleveland she remained 
for weeks In the little room occupied by 
them at the southwest corner of Third and 
Main’ streets. Those who occupied the 
building with her suposed that self-destruc- 
tion would be the result of her grief. 

One day a reporter asked her to tell the 
story of her life. This she refused and said 
she would never reveal her own true name 
nor that of the man whose sudden death 
had rendered her life a weary drag. She, 
however, sald thev were both rearéd in 
Southern homes and had been schoolmates 
in early youth. Long years intervéned be- 
fore they met again. Cleveland left home 
when quite young and became a burgiar. 
He was in prison in Ohio, Michigan, Illinois 
and Tennessee. He was sentenced to ® 
years’ imprisonment for murder and bur- 
gliary committed In Memphis. Then when 
the war broke out—in April, 1861—Gov. Har- 
ris of Tennessee turnéd loose the prisoners 
in the penitentiary om condition they join 
the Confederate troops. Cleveland did not 
remain long in the rebel army, but deserted 
and came north to St. Louis. There he met 
Em McCloy. MeCloy was dead and she was 
willing to go with Cleveland, and together 
they left St. Louis and came West to 
Leavenworth. 

At Leavenworth, Clevéland left her and 
went on the plains to join a gang of out- 
laws that were robbing wagon trains and 
plundering the paesengers and mails of 
the overland stages. e trvope soon put 
an end to that nefarious business, and 
when the First Kansas Cavalry was or- 
ganized at Leavenworth in November, 1461, 
and came to this city later on, Cleveland 
joined the crowd that banded together as 
camp followeré, to fob and plunder in Mis- 
souri. 
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“T cannot speak of my own life,’ she said, 
“and friends, and they know nothing of me, 
and I hope they never will. I am content | 
to die just as expressed in this stanza.” | 
Then she opened a email scrap book and 
took from it the following: 


Just as I’ve lived, almost unkoown. 
A life tnmarked, obscure and lohe, 
So let me die; 
Just dne who lived, and loved and died — 
A motind of earth and naught béside— 
So let me lie. 


This strangely infatuatéé woman who had 
forsaken home and friends in early youth 
for an abandoned life, and later on had be- 
come insanely wrapped up in the destiny 
of an outlaw whore @imes had made the 
criminal catendar respectable in comparison, 
was now only a weak shadow of her former 
aelf. Debauchery had racked and wrecked 
het mind and made haggard the once bean- 
tifal form and face, though traces of which 
atill showed tn bia blue eyes that had never 
loat thelr by expression of sweetness and 
innocence. She had been carefully educated 
and fitted for the higher spheres of life and 
ahé had pondered iong over What would 
best expresa the sorrow of her heart. In 
her room were Verses Of poetry distorted 
nd interpolated In an endeavor to find a 
Atting epitaph for the stohe she intended 
fo rear over the grave Of the déad robber. 
he told the reporter it was her intention 
to have them all inscribed, but ber money 
gave out and she had to content herself 
with the two lines quoted.

It is claimed those 
who atiended Friday night’s gathering took 
snap judgment on their comrades, 

One of the members demanded to know 
what reason there was for ousting Ruther.

Thus {t is difficult to estimate the num- 
ber of persons who in one way or another 
are employed by the Standard Of!) Trust. 
Five hundred thousand employes, direct or 
indirect, is a conservative figure. 

The Iron and Steel Trust is the latest of 
the big combines. With its capital of half 
a Dillion {t will employ, directly and indi- 
rectly, half a million people, and wil) dil- 
rectly employ 205,000 persons. 

The Iron and Steel] Trust is the most far- 
reaching of all the trusts. The nucleus is 
the Edgar Thomson Steel Works, devel- 
optd by Carnegie and Frick into the Car- 
negie-Phipps syndicate, and now combined 
with the Linois Steel Company, the Cam- 
bria Iron Company and other large works 
at Bethlehem, Allentown, Johnstown and 
Pittsburg in Pennsylvania, and at Balti- 
moro and at Joliet and elsewhere in the 
Middle West. The Federal and Republic 
Steel combines are in the new trust. 

This trust is the most far-reaching, be- 
cause the amount of capital required and 
the nature of the business are such that 
once a monopoly of its kind is firmly es- 
tablished it will thereafter be next to |m- 
possible to overthrow it. It is therefore 
an ideal trust and merits the most earnest 
attention from labor’s point of view. The 
Iron and Steel Trust will be able to go 
through a longer strike or lockout with less 
loss of profits than any other trust now in 
existence. Its product Is not perishable; it 
can hold stock on hand; it can over-produce 
for periods of scarcity or strikes; it can 
control production at the mines. So, in one 
way and another, in evil hands it can 
throttle not only competition, but also the 
entire throng of its own labor. 

The Morgan Coal Trust is the combine, 
under the immediate direction of J. Pier-

@n avenue to peace if Mr. Chamberlain 
desired peace, but President Steyne’'s f. jend- 
ly advisers in this country have regiet- 
fully informed bim that his proposal has 
no hope of being accepted and that its im- 
mediate rejection has been only prevented 
by tactical considerations. Tne position 
or the Orange Free State {is so desperute 
that its President has most powerful in- 
centives to prevent war. His country has 
nothing to gain and everything to lose by 
its chivalric support of tne Transvaal. 
his propused mission failed it probably 
would detach him from the Transvaal al- 
Hiance, but Mr. Chamberlain's imperialist 
policy seemingly renders it desirab.e that 
the two Dutch Repubiics should be in- 
volved in the impending war, for the im- 
perialists want, as they say, ‘“‘a general 
clearing up of the South African si 
tion,”” and weicome the chance of dispos- 
tng of both republics by one campaign.

arms. 

It is the view of the shrewdest publicists 
here that Liberal opposition in the country 
and Partiament initiated by Mr. Banner- 
man must necessari.y bring arbitration to 
the front unless war is precipitated by some 
indiscretion on the Boer side. The jingo

azainst the Boers. As at the time of the 
Jamison raid stories are published about 
the Boers’ brutality to women and children, 
It is averred that the Bocrs intend to poison 
the rivers; that they have resolved to shoot 
every Englishman they capture and are 
enerally depicted as irredeemabile savages.

war fever which has taken entire posses- 
sion of a majority of the people in this 
country. af 
The idea of American intervention {fs 
either ignored or curtly dismissed by the 
a eecs.

MEN WHO 


GEN. P. J. JOUBERT is the most cele- 
brated fighter in South Africa. He is the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Boer army, and 
is looked upon as the country’s savior in 
the event of war with the English. The 
Gereral is 68 years old now and scarred by 
many a wound from English bullet and 
native assagal. Yet he is sturdy of frame 
and keen of eye and withal crafty as a 
North American Indian. He led the Boers 
at Majuba Hill, where 280 Englishmen gave 
up their lives, Gen. Joubert losing but five 
men. He beat the English at Laing’s Nek, 
commanded the forces at Bronkhurst and 
Spruit, and finally caught Jameson like a 
rat in a trap through quick mobilization 
of troops and e6uperior marksmanship. 


He fought in the native wars when Paul 
Kruger was commander, and these two be- 
came bosom friends, though they have 
grown apart somewhat in recent years 
They and one other Boer were selected to 
conduct the affairs of the Transvaal when 
it was In rebellion against England in 1881, 
and Gen, Joubert has several] times come 
within a few votes of beating Oom Paul 
for the Presidency. He will probably be 
the next to assume that position, as he 
holds different views from Kruger. He 
believes that if tthe Uitlanders were given 
the franchise in a reasonable time they 
would become good citizens, and that this

is the way to solve the problem At the 
same time he will not sanction any sort of 
a revolt, and when the Jameson raiders 
were landed safely in Pretoria jail he fa- 
vored shooting them, 

Joubert can collect his whole army in 48 
hours, a speedier mobilization than any 
other nation can boast of. He has divided 
the Transvaal] into 17 divisions, each under 
a commander, They are subdivided into 
sections, commanded by fleld cornets and 
assistant fleld cornets, When the tocsin is 
sounded the field cornets ride from one 
farm to another until the whole country Is 
warned. 

Gen. Joubert’s full name is Petrus Jaco- 
bus Joubert. 

The commanding general {s elected by the 
people of the republic every ten years and 
the citizens have the greatest confidence in 


Joubert. His general-adjutant is also the 
chief of the Transvaal] prison system, who 
for a time had Dr. Jameson and his com- 
rades under his care as prisoners, His 
name is Adolph Schiel, a German, About 
thirty years ago he was a hussar llieuten- 
ant in the Prussian army, which he left for 
a trip to South Africa. Finding himself 
short of money he became a transport 
driver in the service of a German colonist 
at Natal. With his transport wagon, which 
was drawn by from twelve to twenty oxen, 
he drove through the whole of South 
Africa. Soon he became an inspector of 
economy and engaged himself to the 
daughter of a German missionary. 

Later he went to the Zulu king, Dinizulu,

and became his induna, or adviser and min- 
ister. Dinizulu, the eldest son of Ketsch- 
wayo, called a troup of Boers into the land 
on the advice of Schiel and with their help 
and the Uzutug won a victory over the oth- 
er chieftains. In 1885 Dinizulu sent Schiel 
as his ambassador to Berlin, and he talked 
with Bismarck over the planned annexa- 
tion of the country to Germany, but Bis- 
marck held aloof from such a proceeding, 
as the English and Boers claimed prior 
rights. In a short time afterward the 
Transvaal Government became aware of 
Schiel’s worth and appointed him native 
commissary of the ‘Spelonks in North 
Transvaal, where he founded ‘this own flock, 
bui't the farm house Rossbach, made for 
himself honors In the battles between the 
Boers and the Basutos and finally ad- 
vanced to the place of adjutant to Joubert, 
Later he was calied to Pretoria and made 
chief of all prisons of the Transvaal and 
made artillery captain, and on account of 
his artillery education was sent by the 
State to Prussia on special duty.

Woodcock, doves, meadow tarks or plover 
may be killed from Aug. 1 till Jan, 1. 

Nets, traps, pens or pits for the taking of 
above mentioned game prohibited. 

Wild ducks may be killed from Oct. 1 
to April 1. Night shooting prohibited. 

Seines, nets of ail kinds, wires, 
traps and dams to catch fish, prohibited in 
all waters of the State, except by owner 
in ponds on and streams bordering on pri- 
vate property; except that minnow nets 
not to exceed 15 feet in length may be 
used; and except that nets may be used in 
backwatr fro mthe Mississippi River.

Interesting Anecdotes Related by the 
Old Browns’ Commander. 
Manager Comiskey while in a somewhat 
reminiscent mood delivered himself as fol. 
lows: “Do you remember Tom McCarthy, 


who put in a season at Oshkosh? I heard 
in Chicago the other day that Tom is in 
Boston, as fat as a Tammany alderman, 
and making money out of a big bowling 
alley. Duffy owned an interest in it, but 
they say Tom has bought him out, I had 
Tom with me in St. Louis. And say, St. 
Louls is the best town on earth for a 
winner. They used to distribute among 
the players every season watches and rings 
and studs and pins enough to stock a jew- 
eiry store. ‘here was a diamond medal 
offered one year for the best base runner 
on the Browns, Tom McCarthy was quite 
a boy to steal bases and after that medal 
was offered he wouldn't run out his hits. 
If he Ymade a two-bageer he would stop 
at first and if he slammed the ball for a 
triple he would manage to bring up at 
second, so as to get a chance to steal a 
base. Of course, after a bit I got on to 
him ard I had to warn him that if he 
didn’t stretch those hits I would have to 
lay him off altogether. That helped some, 
but he was always hanging back when he 
thought he could get away with it. I re- 
member once that he had’a chance to go 
down to second on a wild throw to first 
and what does he do but tose his head 
and drop off his cap, so that he could 
stop and come back after it and stick at 
first. I believe he won that medal. 
Happy Jack” Stivetts was mentioned, 
and “‘Commy” had something of interest 
to offer about the man who was the hard- 
est hitting pitcher in the business in his 
day. ‘‘Late one season, when we were 
Playing in Philadelphia, Stivetts applied 
to me for a trial,’’ said he. “It was ona 
Sunday, and we were to play across the 
river from Philadelphia. Stivetts showed 
uP. and while we were practicing I had 
him pitch a while to Milligan. When we 
came in Milligan eaid the fellow had all 
sorts of speed, and I watched him a while 
myself. He wanted $150 a month. I had 
the pennant won then and I had three 
good pitchers—Foutz, Carruthers and Nat 
Hudson—but I made up my mind to take 
Stivetts, although I really didn’t think I 
needed him.

How Dr. McCoy Won Nearly $50,000 
When Baralma Won the Fu- 
turity Stakes. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 7.—The recent 
trotting meeting at Lexington goes on rec- 
ord as one of the most exciting gatherings 
of harness horsemen ever held in this coun- 
try. Thousands of dollars were wagered on 
each race, and the plungers thought noth- 
ing of wagering $10,000 at a ciip. 

When Boralma won the Futurity stakes 
of $16,000, Dr. McCoy, his owner, landed 
nearly $50,000 to the good. He had previous- 
ly bought the colt for $10,00u, and a few 
minutes after he had won the race he dis- 
posed of him for $17,000. 

Plunger Lawson of Boston, the hero of 
the $30,000 Chrysanthemum, is the new own- 
er of the great colt. It is a certainty that 
when Bora:ma goes East to run in the big 
stake races there, he wili be backed ” 
an eee for all the money the bookies will 
take. 


But the colt has a history. He was bred 
by Scott Newman of Louisville. Mr. New- 
man has been in the racing game for sev- 
eral years, and it has aiways been a los- 
ing venture for him. His great stallion, 
Boreal, the sire of Boralma, died just when 
his get were becoming famous. But he had 
a .arge number of yearlings from the stal- 
lion. Of the lot Boralma was the most 
promising. He Knew he had a good horse, 
and it seemed that he had the matron 
stakes of Louisville, amounting to $7000 at 
his mercy, but when Dr. MeCoy offered $19,- 
000 for the colt before the race he had not 
the nerve to hold on. He sold at once and 
Boralma bore the colors of Dr. McCoy to 
victory. McCoy won $26,000 in stakes with 
him and then let him go. 

But aside from the little transactions the 
Lexington meeting was a great one from a 
betting standpoint. There were a dozen 
or more plungers at the meeting. Among 
them were the rich Hubinger brothers, 
whose income is $100,000 a year, and who 
are trying their utmost to spend evety 
cent of it. Occasionally a Kentuckian 
would place a bet of $1000 on his gelection, 
and a moment later one of the Hubingers 
wou.d happen along. and offer to bet from 
$10, 000 to $2,000 on a horse down in the 
2:28 class. The two Hubingers never bet 
less’ than $10,000 a day, and Lawson and 
McCoy were close behind them.

THE WASHINGTON UNIVERSITY 
PLAYED SMITH ACADEMY. 


WHAT THE PRACTICE SHOWED. 


St. Louis Will Now Have a First-Class 
Team and Be Prepared to Contest 
for the Highest Honors. 


Washington University played Smith 
Academy a practice game of football Sat- 
urday morning, and after tossing the 
schoolboys about in the dust for a while, 
stopped with the score of 22—0. 

The game was not a particularly brilliant 
one, nor was it expected to be, Smith not 
playing her ful) strength and ‘varsity con- 
fining its attention for the most part to 


line plays. 

Great interest was taken in the game, 
nevertheless, as it was the first opportunity 
of the season aéforded lovers of the sport 
to get a line on Washington's merits. This 
year St. Louis has a chance not enjoyed 
for a long time, that of having a first- 
class team represent her against first-class 
teams. A number of good games will be 
played here, chief among them Washing- 
ton’s game with the University of Illinois. 
This will give the local institution an op- 
portunity long sought for. A victory over 
lllinols will give Washington the right to 
be classed in the first flight of Western 
colleges, and with this goal before them 
the players are straining every nerve to 
attain it. 

Washington lined up like this: Full back, 
Sager; half backs, Benner and Bernero; 
quarter back, Wiederholdt; ends, Capt. 
Dillon and Carr; tackles, Reyburn and 
Brown; guards, Eilers and Beatty; center, 


Schulte. 

Opposed to these Capt. Harry Boone 
placed his men in the most advantageous 
positions, but they were unable, try as 
they might, to do anything against the 
superior weight and brawn of the college 
boys. 

Sager at full, where he will play until 
he can develop another man, when he will 
go to tackle to fill the hole there, was, of 
course, invincible. 

Squat little Benner, with his style of 
running, low and hard, will add to his al- 
ready enviable reputation, made by his 
last year’s play at Shurtleff. 

Bernero seems to have entirely recovered 
his old-time speed and dash. He is a sure 
ground-gainer, not brilliant, but steady—a 
quality always preferable. 

Wiederholdt, at quarter, seems to be one 
of the finds of the season. He is fairly ex- 
yer.enced, having played with High School 
or several seasons, and last year on the 
‘varsity scrub. He is fast, a eure passer 
and a hard, flerce tackler. He's got a good 
head on his shoulders, too, and it might 
be well for Dillon to let his quarter run the 
team, for it can be done much better from 
that position than from any other. Watch 
Wiederholdt. He’'ll.be “laurel crowned” in 
the eyes of the W. U. students before the 
season is much older. 

IXllon and Carr at the ends were—D‘llon 
and Carr. Any one who knows what these 
two are capable of knows what that means. 
With these men on the ends Washington 
has little to fear from attacks in that quar- 
ter. Their styles are diametrically opposed, 
vet there ig little to choose between them. 

jilon is a close, savage in-piayer, never 
miss'ng h's man, whom he usuaily gets in 
the midst of his interferers, thus hiding the 
real merit of the play. Carr, on the other 
hand, is brilliant, some of his work bein 
of the hair-raie ng order. He is sure death 
to plays in his vicinity and seems to be 
a eeapeaia ti is so fast and light on his 
eet. 

Reyburn at tackle is the same old Rey- 
burn. Possessed of bulldog pluck and te- 
nacity, combined with his immense weight 
and strength, there are few men, indeed, 
who will have any right to “put it over’ 
Amadee this fall. The rub comes in at the 
other tackle. Brown !s all right in his way, 
but he is scarcely ’varsity timber. This -s 
also apparently true of Beatty, the new 
guard. A few more weeks of practice may 
eradicate their faults, but it will take hard 
work to bring this about. Neither seems 
to play aggressively enough. They con't 
realize the ‘mportance of getting into their 
men first. before they can get onto them. 
Nor do they ‘‘box’’ their men well, through 
a seeming lack of knowledge of how to 
most effectively use their shoulders, How- 
ever, both are hard workers and willing, 
and it is quite probable that both will turn 
out well before long. 

Eljers at guard, bar a few minor faults 
in his style, is all that can be desired. 
When entrusted with the ball he runs hard 
and low, and is sure of his distance. He 
plays a clean, nice game, both offensive and 
defensive. 

Schulte, the center-rush, fs a product of 
Smith Academy, where the game is played 
for all it is worth. He is well built and 
will keep up Ellers’ good record of last 
year. 

There was not much of an opportunity to 
see what Atkins has been doing with his 
academy boys. It looks as though Smith 
was suffering from a lack of good material 
to supply the many and large holes in the 
team. Of the new men Coleman, at full- 
back, seems to be noteworthy. Boone 
played, and he is this year better than he 
ever was. It {is doubtful if there is a 
lad in the interscnolastic league his equal 
at tack'iIng. He Is one of those “‘natural- 
born’’ football players you hear-so much 
about and see so little of. So is Marquis, 
the halfback He was hurt early in the 
game and therefore didn’t finish it. Hill, 
at half, Scudder and Lewis at the ends and 
Hilts at guard are rather good in their po- 
sition play. 

The only reason a larger score waan't 
rolled up in the %-minute halves was that 
Washington used few end plays, relying up- 
on line bucks and plunges. Carr did some 
pretty goal kicking.

rer the last two years Archbishop Cha- 
lle has presided over the New Orleans 
ocese. His administration has been emi- 
ntly successful. 
In the Philippine Islands he will have 
iritual jurisdiction over 138,000,000 souls. 
The task of bringing the native Chris- 
ans into harmony with the American 
overnment is of stupendous importance. 
hat is the mission which Archbishop Cha- 
elle has been delegated to fulfill. Success 
iay mean peace in the Philippines.

St. Matthew’s congregation numbered 
among its members representatives of every 
foreign embassy. It was called “‘the edi- 
fice of diplomats.” 

rather Chapelle was thrown tn frequent 
contact with his distinguished communi- 
cants— and was at times int rusted with 
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state secrets of great moment. 

He became a power at the capital and 
enjoyed the confidence of statesmen, irre- 
spetive of creed or nationality. 

His tact won him favor at the Vatican 
and in 1891 he was sent to Santa Fe, N. 
M., as coadjutor of the diocese, with the 
title of Bishop of Albissis. 

In 1895 he was raised to the rank of 
Bishop. His administrative ability again 
asserted itself and the year 1895 found him 
Archbishop of Santa Fe. 

In New Mexico Archbishop Chapelle ac- 
quired a perfect knowledge of the Spanish 
tongue. His constant intercourse with the 
Spaniards gave him an insight into their 
manners and cestoms. Equally did it fit 
him for dealing with the children of Spain. 

Once the Archbishop was asked his opin- 
ion of the Spaniards. 


“They are a brave people,’’ he replied, 
“but as a rule are distrustful of other 
nations.’’ 

In 1897 the archdiocese of New Orleans 
was without a spiritual head. 

A great man who was primarily a re- 
ligionist was wanted. 


In New Orleans the Catholic population 
is conglomerate. A prelate of tastes com- 
mon to their interests was needed. 

The hierarchy of the country was inter- 
ested in the selectjpn. 

Rome called the metropolitan of Santa 
Fe. 

The province of New Orleans profited 
by Archbishop Chapelle’s advent. To-day 
it is conceded to be one of the most pros- 
perous in the country. 


There are 5,000,000 more Catholics in the 
Philippine Islands than in the United 
States. This fact indicates the range of 
Archbishop Chapelle’s rule. He practically 
occupies the throne now, as all questions 
that may arise pending his arrival across 
the water will be referred to him for set- 
tlement. 

It is thought Archbishop Chapelle may 
leave America some time next month. 
There will be a monster gathering at New 
Orleans to bid him Godspeed on his jour- 
ney. It is not unlikely that he will visit 
Washington before his departure. ; 

The new delegate is described as an in- 
tellectual giant. He is versed in many 
languages and his learning has been evi- 
denced in important treatises which he has 
prepared. 

His personality fs simplicity itself. He 
moves with grace in every circle of so- 
ciety. The little boys and girls who have 
come in contact with him have experienced 
his companionship as have their elders. 

The first subject to engage the Apostolic 
Delegate’s attention abroad wilb be the con- 
dition of the Filipinos. The propagandi 
must be made conversant with the new 
order of: things. 

Under Spanish dominion the salary of 
every bishop and priest in the Philippine 
Islands was pald by the Government. 

The Bishop of Manila received a yearly 
compensation of $12,000; those in the other 
provinces, $6, 000. 
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When Spain relinquished her hold on the 
territory these allowances ceased. The 
Filipinos hereafter will have to maintain 
the churches. 

Archbishop Chapelle proposes to erect a

To the Editor of the Sunday Post-D!spatch. 
F late years the subject of aerial nav- 


gation has attracted the attention of 

many inventors and scientific men. 
Mauy have been the attempts to solve the 
probleni. Many machines have been made, 
pu: none ‘have succeeded. in a 
Jate paper that another has lately been in- 
vented ‘n France, the success of which Is 
confidently predicted. But it will be a fail- 
ure like the others, simply because it Is 
built on a false principle. 

An aerial ship, in order to be a success,

ready invented, with their enormous wings 
and sails, that on their encounteriag what 
sailors would call ‘“‘A close reef'd topsail 
breeze,’’ their certain destruction would foi- 
low. If a ship on the ocean cannot “arry 
sail in a gale of wind, it is simply folly to 
suppose one in the air can do so. 

This last great French invention is pro- 
vided with two enormous wings, measuring

Again, inventors have been working from 
a wrong standpoint in other respects. It is 
generally said and supposed that a balloon 
ascends from the earth, goes up into the at- 
mosphere, and all attempts at aerial navi- 


gation have been made from this stand- 


point. For this reason a lifting power is 
What has been sought for almost exclu- 
sively. 

Now the fact is, a balloon does not simply 
ascend. It goes cutward from the earth, 
always leaving the surface in an outward 
direction. When the sun is at the zenith, or 
the balloon seems to ascend perpen- 
dicularly. If so, it must at 6 p. m. or when 
the earth has made one-fourth of its di- 
urnal revolution, leave the earth horizon- 
tally. 

At midnight, to leave it {It must descend 
perpendicularly. In fact, it descends instead 
of ascends, all appearances to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

Again, after a balloon attaing a certain 
distance from the earth, it stops in its 
flight and it is generally supposed that 
more lifting power is required to make it 
attain a greater distance, notwithstanding 
the atmospheric pressure must be less upon 
it than when at the surface. 

Now, it is not a lifting but a propelling 
power that is needed to force it on its 
course. A sufficient propelling power can 


noon, 


force an aerial snip almost, if not quite, 
to the limits of the earth’s atmosphere, 
if the voyagers are inside and sufficiently 
protected from the intense cold strata that 
lies about midway between the earth and 
the exterior of its atmosphere, and which 
forms a condenser for the noxious gases 
that exhale from the earth and transform 
them into pure water to afford nourish- 
ment to nature instead of destroying it. 

In all former attempts to construct an 
aerial machine the voyagers have been ex- 
posed to the action of the elements at all 
times, inetead of being protected from 
them. Consequently, they were not able 
to penetrate this cold stratum to any great 
distance fur want of good protection and 
propelling power.

The world’s linotype record was estab- 
lished in the Post-Dispatch composing 
room March 29, 1896, and has since stood 
against all efforts of fast operators. 

The Post-Dispatch and New York World 
have held the world’s records for both hand 
and machine work, for it was in the com- 
posing room of the New York World that 
# C. Barnes established the hourly record 
for typesetting by hand—2200 ems per hour. 
This record was afterward beaten by Alex. 
Duguid of the Cincinnati Enquirer, who 
set 2360 ems per hour. 

Among the older school of swift hand 
compositors with Barnes and Duguid was 
Phil C. Coghlan, at present employed in 
the “ad” room of the Post-Dispatch, 
Messrs. Duguid and Coghlan are in their 
sixties and still “hold their own” in the 
‘‘ad”’ rooms of the two papers. 

The average hand compositor would set 
from 1000 to 1200 ems per hour, and few 
ever averaged over 1500 ems. 


An “em” {s the square of any body of 
type, and ts usualy about the size of the 
‘lower case’ or small m, and js called the 
The em quad is a blank space. 
and does not print. The space between 
these two perpendicular lines | | is the 
square or “em” quad of nonpareil type 
in general use in all metropolitan papers.

‘graphs, or follows the period between sen- 
tences. .Then there is the “‘en quad” (one- 
half), the “‘three-em space”’ (one-third), the 
“four and five-em spaces” (one-fourth and 
one-fifth the size of the em quad); the “hair 
space,’ a space one-sixth the thickness of 
the em quad. 

There are 27 ems of nonparell to each 
line in the Post-Dispatch. There are 37 
lines to the thousand ems. 

The linotype is the type-setting machine 
used in nearly all newspaper offices 
throughout the country. It was invented 
by Ottmer Mergenthaler of Baltimore, Md., 
and patented in 1874. The machines did not 
come into general use until about the first 
of the present decade. It took several 
years to induce publishers and printers to 
believe a machine could do the work of the 
old hand compositors. Not until about 1888, 
after many improvements had been made, 
did the publishers throughout the country 
consider them capab.ie of doing the work, 
and put them into general use, 

The linotype machine, when manned by 
a good, rapid operator, can produce the 
work of five or six men at hand composi- 
tion. ° 

With the linotype machine came the 
“swift’’ operator and the machine type- 
setting contests. 

In the fall of 1893 Miss Atkinson, who, 
early in the history of the linotype, gained 
}a high reputation as a rapid manipulator 
|of the key board, consented to an eight- 
hour test of speed against time, and in 
the composing room of the West Publi¢h- 
ing Co., at St. Paul, Minn., she set 71,30 
ems of minion—(type one size larger than 
nonpareli)—in eight hours, or five lines per 
minute, 

This was considered fast typesetting, but 
in 189% the attention of the craft was 
turned to a contest at Chic ago betWeen 
George S. Green of the Boston Standard 
amd Eugene Taylor of the Rocky Mountain 
News of Denver. 

Mr. Green won the contest and estab- 
lished what was known as the world’s reec- 
ord—10,100 ems per hour.

Franciscan Monastery Holds Services Underground, Sub- 
terranean Chapels Patterned After Those of 
: the Grotto of Bethlehem and the

we were to pass to explore another gallery 
beneath the southern foundat!on, ;But few 
steps had been taken before the dampness 
grew to a wintry chill, and I was told that 
we were about to enter the catacombs, 
where would repose the bodies of those 
friars who die in the monastery. But an- 
other function had these burial caves. Re- 
producing the details of the Catacombs of 
St. Sebastian in Rome, they were to serve 
as striking object lessons of history for in- 
mates of the monastery. Down the cata- 
combs of St. Sebastian, close to the Ap- 
pian Way, once rested the bodies of S88. 
Peter and Paul. 

I was now treading a labyrinth of-narrow 
passages three feet wide. Left in their 
vertical walls of volcanic rock, on either 
side was a double tier of elongated, horizon- 
tal recesses through which the hand could 
reach the damp earth. These openings, 
which in their arrangement appeared like 
berths of a ship, had flat sills, or ledges, 
each about six feet long, and sides about 
a foot high. The outlines of the tops were 
arched. A few shovelfuls of earth dug from 
any one of them would leave ‘sufficient 
space for the reception of a corpse laid su- 
pine, an ordinary-grave. Remains

The space containing these relics was used 
as the living room of Joseph and Mary.

Ascending now to the main body o-: the 
church, the guiding friar led me to a low 
doorway leading to a dark vault beneath 
a high altar, facing the space for the con- 
gregation. I was now to see an exact re- 
production of the Holy Sepulcher, where 
Christ was entombed. Before entering I 
was told to imagine that the great inte7.or 
of the church was the garden before the 
original tomb. Passing the low door we 
reached the outer of two rooms compoé'ng 
this sacred burial place. This was preb- 
ably 12 feet on either side. On a central 
pedestal reposed a facsimile of the stone 
given the same relative position in Jerusa- 
lem and revered as a fragment of that 
upon which the engel sat before the inver 
tomb, when announcing the resurrection. 

A still ‘lower door to the rear led to a 


smaller chamber, an exact reproduction of 
the Holy Sepulcher proper, where the body 
of Christ is believed to have actually rest- 
ed. The stone had guarded this inner en- 
trance, and it was just before it, in the 
outer room, that the soldiers had stacked 
their shields and played at dice. Enter- 
ing this doorway to the inner tomb my 
right hand could touch the low, rectangu- }} 
lar bench of stone, covered by a marble 
Slab, believed to have contained the em- 
balmed remains of the Savior. Upon this 
marble slab I was shown a facsimile of 
a mark made in the original to st:mulate 
a crack and _ skillfully executed by the 
Franciscan Friars of 200 years ago as a 
ruse to dfssuade the greedy Turks from 
stealing the stone. A foot or more above 
the marble stood the counterpart of a 
wooden shelf erected in the original sepul- 
cher for the performance of masses. Even 
the counterparts of the 41 brass hanging 
lamps forever kept burning in the old tomb 
were here in place, but not lighted. 

Emerging again into daylight, I was now 
shown every nook and corner of the interior 
of the church proper, larger than ordinary 
temples of public worship in our cities, and 
modeled after St. Sofia, in Constantinople. 
The ground plan forms a great Greek cross 
set in a square, the corners being cutilized 
as chapeis, each forming in itself a small 
cross of the same desig. The architecture 
is chiefly Byzantine, with infusions of Ital- 
lan renaissance. No pews nor seats will 
be dfforded the congregation here. Even 
the public worshiper must remain kneel- 
ing upon the bare stone floor throughout 
the. services. 

Entering the main door, one faces the 
high altar erected over the entrance to 
the Holy Sepulcher.. A steep stairway on 
either side leads up to it. The platform of 
this shrine exactly corresponds in height], 
with the elevation at Mount Calvary. 
Above is erected a life-like group of the 
crucifixion. 

At the rear of the church a wide corri- 
dor leads to the monastery, and opens into 
the cloister, or inside porch, lining the 
courtyard. This is the only cloistered mon- 
astery east of the Rockies. It follows 
ancient style seen in Santa Barbara and 
elsewhere on the Pacific slope. The court- |‘ 
yard is carpeted with beautiful flowers. In 
the center stands a cistern, with ancient 
well bucket. The cells of the friars, on 
the second floor, each contains a single, 
white-enameled bed, rug, desk, chair and |< 
wardrobe. All of the friars must make 
their toilets in a common room, The main 
floor is arranged for students of the order, 
the basement for tailor and sandalmaker 
stops. : 

Passing the business offices, I was led 
into a capacious hall and seated upon a 
plain bench before a large oaken board. 
The friar took his place beside me, and, 
whilst we chatted over some cheese and 
wine, amid an environment too pictur- 
esque for reality, I questioned him as to 
his daily routine.

country. Champagne takes its name from 
the country, and not the country from the 
wine. Long before the days of Dom Perlg- 
non, the discoverer of champagne, wine 
was made in this province of Champagne, 
but it was a red wine; and was far from 
resembling the champagne of modern times. 
These wines were nct all ‘‘as red as bur- 
gundy’’ and as ‘‘flat as port,’’ as has been 
asserted, for at the close of the sixteenth 
century some of them were of a yellowish 
hue. As a rule, however, they were of the 
intermediate tint between red and white, 
whieh the French call ‘“‘clairet,”’ and which 
old writers describe as of the ‘‘complexion 
of a cherry” or the “color cf a partridge’s 
eye.”’ 

It was in the year 1688 that Perignon hit 
upon the idea of ‘“‘marrying’”’ the produce of 
one vineyard with that of another. He 
noted that one kind of soil imparted fra- 
grance and another generousity, and dis- 
covered that a white wine could be made 
from the blackest grapes, which would 
keep good instead of turning yellow and 
degenerating iike the wine obtained from 
white ones. The idea occurred to him, 
also, that cork was a much more suitable 
stopper for a bottle than the flax dipped 
in oil, which had been used. He found 
later on the way of making an effervescent 
wine—a wine that burst out of the bottle 
and overflowed the glass. Such a wine 
was much more dainty to the taste, and 
twice as exhilarating in its effects. 

To-day in the Httle district of Cham- 
pagne its manufacture is one of the great- 
est industries of France. The especial 
characteristic of chatnpagne is that its 
manufacture only just begins where that 
of other wines ordinarily ends. The must 
flows direct from the press into capacious 
reservoirs, whence it is drawn off into 
large vats, and after being allowed to 
clear, is transferred to casks holding some 
44 gallons each, in which a sulphur match 
has been burned, About a year ijiater the 
wine is taken to towns and villages 
district of the Marne, where in ceilars, its 
manufacture begins. From the time the 
new Wine is taken below ground, it does 
not see the light of day again until it is 
taken out for shipment to the market. 

The first fermentation of champagne en- 
talls a loss of about 7% per cent, and lasis 
from a fortnight to a month, according to 
whether it is rich in Sugar or not. In the 
former case fermentation naturally lasts 
much longer. he active fermentation is 
converted into latent fermentation by trans- 
ferring the wine to a cooler cellar, ag it 
is necessary for it to retain a proportion 
of its natura) saccharine to Insure its future

oxygen, which would turn the wine yellow. 
After racking, or straining, and being fined, 
the produce of the different vineyards :s 
ready for mixing, in accordance with the 
theories of the various manufacturers. 
The mixing is done in large vats, and fan- 
shaped appliances Inside insure complete 
amalgamation. This process of ‘‘marrying” 
wine is known-.as making the cuvee. 

Usually four-fifths of wine from black 
grapes, making a wine of a pale nk 
hue, are tempered by one-fifth of the juice 
of white ones. The proport-ons are never 
absolute, varying according to the manu- 
facturer’s style and the taste of the country 
to which it is shipped. The effervescence 
depends upon the quantity of carbonic gas 
the wine eocntains and this, in turn, upon 
the amount of its natural saccharine. After 
bottling if there be too much gas the bot- 
tles burst, while on the other hand if there 
be not enough the corks refuse to pop. 
The amount of saccharine Is therefore as- 
certained by means of a glucometer, and if 
it does not rea@h the required standard, the 
deficiency {s made up by adding the purest 
sugar candy. The wine is next fined with 
isinglass and tannic acid (derived from nut 
galls or grape husks) to supply the place 
of the natural tannin, which departs with 
its reddish hue. 


In bottling wine the scriptural advice 
not to put new wine into old botties is 
rigorously” followed, for the tremendous 
pressure of the gas engendered during the 
subsequent fermentation is such that the 
bottle becomes weakened and can never 
be safely trusted again. It is necessary 
that the sides of the champagne bottles 
be of equal thickness, and the bottom of 
a uniform solidity in order that no expan- 
gion may ensue from sudden changes of 
temperature. The inside must be perfect- 
ly smooth, as a rough interior causes the 
gas to make efforts to escape and renders 
explosion imminent. The botties are al- 
ways tested and washed thoreughly before 
being used. 

The bottling of the wine takes place be- 
tween April and August. The wine is emp- 
tied into casks, from which it flows 
through pipes into oblong reservoirs pro- 
vided with syphon taps onto which the bot- 
tles are slipped, and from which the wine 
ceases to flow directly the bottles become 
filled. They are then sent to the corkers. 
Speed in the process is of much import- 
ance, as during a single day the wine may 
undergo a notable change. By means of 
formulas and apparatus the degree of pres- 
sure the wine will show is determined to 
a nicety. The bottles are then conveyed 
to cellars and placed in horizontal pos!- 
tions. There they spend the summer If 


‘all goes well, but in about three weeks’ 


time the gas-making inside the bottles ia 
at its helght, and may cause a number of 
bottles to burst. In this case they are im- 
mediately removed to a lower temperature, 
In some cellars the breakage amounts to 
7 or 8 per cent. 

The bottles remain in this horizontal po- 
sition for two years or more, when the 
fermentation is over. A loose, dark brown 
sediment has formed, however, and set- 
tled on the lower side. The bottles are 
then placed with their necks downward, 
the inclination being increased from time 
to es this btn! ad Eaprment is more 


toward the neck and by constant twisting 
and turning it is fcrmed into a sort of 
muddy ball. Sometimes the sediment ad- 
heres te the sides, when it is necessary 
to tap the sides with a piece of tren or hit 
them together, the result being frequently 
the explosion of the bottle. The younger 
the wine the longer the perlod necessary 
for the bottles to be shaken, new wine often 
requiring as much as three months. Only 
a practiced hand can give the right amount 
of revolution and the requisite degree of 
slope. Some men acquire such dexterity In 
this work that they are able to shake as 
many as 56,000 bo’ a day. 

The disgorging his ball is done by 
nimbled-fiingered manipulators. The op- 
erator holds the bottle horizontally in his 
left hand, with the neck directed toward 
an oval opening in a cask. _With a jerk 
of a steel hook the wire securing the stop- 
per is removed, and bang goes the cork, 
and with it the ball of sediment and a 
Small glassful or so of wine, a_ further 
flow being checked with the finger. This 
looks easy, but a novice would likely empty 
the bottle by the t:me he had discovered 
the cork was out. Occasionally a bottle 
bursts and scars the face of the work- 
man. The sediment removed, a temporary 
cork is placed in the bottle. Although the 
average amount of wine and foam ejected 
in the disgorging does not exceed one-four- 
teenth of the contents of.a bottle, yet this 
is considered too high, and a process of dis- 
gorging by refrigeration is now coming into 
favor, by which method little of the wine 
is lost. 

After disgorging the sediment the wine 
is ready for the important operation of 
dosage, or flavoring, upon the nature and 
amount of which the character of perfect- 
ed champagne, whether it be dry or sweet, 
light or strong, very much depends, Diffe- 
ent manufacturers have different receipts 
for the composition of this sirup, varying 
with the quality of the wine and the coun- 
try for which it is intended, The genuine 
liquor consists only of old wine of the best 
quality to which a certain amount of 
sugar candy and perhaps a dash of the 
finest cognac hag been added. The sacch- 
arine addition varies according to the mar- 
ket for which the wine is destined. The 
high-class English buyer demands a very 
dry champagne; the Russian, a wine sweet 
and strong almost as “ladies’ grog,”’ and 
the Frenchman and German, a sweet, light 
wine; while we in America require mod- 
eraiely dry champagne. 

The bottle is then passed to another 
workman, who fills it up with pure wine 
to the requisite level for corking. Should 
a pink champagne be required, the wine 
added will be red ,although some manu- 
facturers of questionable reputation some. 
times empioy a sojution made from elder- 
berries. Next the bottle goes to the cork- 
er, who place? it under a machine, where 
the cork is pressed tightly into the bot- 
tle, having previously been bolled in wine 
or soaked in a solution of tartar. It is 
then wired and afterward whirled in the 
air in order to secure a perfect amalga- 
mation of the wine and liquor. After this 
the bottles rest for a month or two and 
when ready for shipment they are gent to 
women, who complete their danty toilets 
by embedding their necks In sealing wax 
or swathing them gm gold or silver foil. 


like the case of poor eld “Andy” 

Henderson on the Chicago Board of 
Trade. He was a deacon in a church on 
the West Side and an honest grain dealer 
on "change, and he committed suicide be- 
cause he couldn’t get $8 to square his 
trades. 

After he was dead everybody said: 
“What a pity ‘Andy’ killed himself for 
$50." But they hadn’t presence of mind 
to offer to loan it to him before he died. 

Since I resigned many of the brethren 
in other churches have come tQ me. 
They say: “Danforth, what are you going 
to do?’ 

I answer: “Newspaper work.’ 

They say: ‘“‘What, leave the ministry? 
We can’t allow that. You are too good 
a man in the ministry to be lost from 
— 

I say: “Thank you for the compli- 
ment, but I can’t exist with my family 
on air and water, especially Chicago air and 
water.”’ 

I resigned because I had only a few 
cents left in my pocket, with salary due 
me from the church as far back as the 
middle of June. I was at the end of my 
credit with the grocer, butcher, landlord 
and gas company. The church treasury 
was worse than empty, because there were 
a lot of other things owing besides my 
salary, and the other people wouldn't wait, 
They would take their goods away if not 
paid. 

I had no goods to take away excepting 
my time, and I had to take that, as I saw 
the church couldn’t raise anything ade- 
quate for several weeks. I heard the wolf's 
lone howl at the door. I had to go out 
into the world to earn money to buy am- 
munition to drive the wolf away. 

Sometimes church people with the best 
of intentions go away on summer outings 
and ‘forget about the support they have 
promised to’ the church. Nearly all 
churches like the poor babes, have a hard 
time getting through the summer. Some 
die. 

Our church, at least what remained of it 
in the summer, meant well, but it had 
reached the end of its available resources 
for religious purposes. 

I wanted to stay in my pulpit. When I 
heard the organ voluntary begin that last 
Sunday murning, as the soft, sacred tones 
stole through the corridors into the study, 
where I sat waiting to go to the pulpit, 
it seemed like the presence of the unseen 
coming in to break my heart with tender 
memories; and I was going away from it. 

The love of religion, pulpit ministratons 
and the church throbbed over me like a 
sore travail. It broke me till the tears 
came, and I vowed I could not leave it. 
but I could hear the wolf's lone howl at my 
door. 


Y°u ask why I left the pulpit. It is 


When the resignation was read faces in 
the congregation showed stunned surprise, 
and when the purport of it dawned tears 
flowed down some cheeks. Nearly all knew 
the financial conditions, but they said they 
could not let me go. When I asked where 
we were to get money, they said they could 
not tell, but it seemed so sorrowful to dis- 
rupt an otherwise successful pastovate for 
the want of a few hundred dollars. 

The pathetic Story of preachers and 
churches has yet» to be written. They 
have faults enough, hypocrisies enough, 
and the world is sometimes cruelly just 
in its jibes, but if the world could see the 
sorrowful side, and know the heroic strug- 
gles of some who really believe in God and 
love him and humanity, the world’s scorn- 
ful laughter would frequently be turned to 
tears. 

There is no struggie in history so full of 
pathos as the struggles of the ministry 
and churches in society to-day. The minis- 
ter is beset on one side by economic condi- 
tions, personal and public, while on the 
Other side he must hold up the standard 
of unselfishness, self-sacrifice and the riches 
of heaven. With his feet and hands tied 
as s compared with other men who are free 


to win their bread in the scramble he 
must keep a stout heart on the scanty 
bread tossed at him like charity offerings, 
pay his bills whether he is paid or not, 
give to him who asks, and be accused by 
superficial critics of being a lazy incubus On 
society. 


I have heard men say, “It is easy for 
ministers on $3000 a year to preach to us 
about self-sacrifice.” Such salaries are 
generally ploug frauds. They are named in 
the calls, and that {s about the last the 
minister hears of such figures. The minister 
must spend about 10 years in preparatory 
school, college and theological seminary. 
He must spend about five years more get- 
ting his “experience.” Then he is called to 
manage a concern requiring as much ex- 
ecutive ability as would be required to run 
a railroad system in which the president 
would have no power to compel the pro- 
jectors of the system to pay stock subscrip- 
tions or assessments, with more than half 
the public riding without price on the cars 
and everybody at liberty to direct the ad- 
ministration, if not wreck the trains. 

The worst punishment that could be vis- 
tted on a critic of ministers would be to 
make him undertake the ministry himself. 

This is not my story alone. Thousands of 
churches and ministers all over the country 
would give you columns cf the same. 

Granting that churches of any kind are 
needed in society the problem ts: How to 
provide and maintain a house or hall and 
pay the expenses, however small, of ser- 
vices. ° 


It presses hardest in big cities, and 
presses harder every year. New York has 
furnished examples recently of useful 
churches forced to close for lack of funds. 
One of the largest old-time Episcopal ca- 
thedrals in Chicago died not long ago for 
lack of sustenance. Such instances every- 
where would fill a column. 

My case is only a leaf in a cyclone. Our 
conditions were more favorable than some, 
The church was built on a fine site in 
Michigan avenue, far from what is known 
in ecclesiastical circles as the ‘downtown 
difficulties.” It grew out of a mission in 
@ store. 


There was no other church for 10 blocks 
away when it was started. A few good 
people who had been working in the mis- 
sion went to the Congregational brethren 
and said: “Down our way, near beauti- 
ful Washington and Jackson Parke, where 
the World’s Fair was, !s a district which 
is building up with amazing rapidity. The 
reople have no church. They will not 
come to our little mission in the store. 
If you will help us build a church they 
will come. They will support it after it is 
built.”’ 


The help was given, and a church was 
built as far up as the second story, with 
plans for a nobler height to come later. 
It was expected that the new church 
would pay back what had been advanced 
when it got a start. 

I was called as the first pastor. 
full of hope and ideals to what was given 
to me as “magnificent *possibilities for 
building up the kingdom of Christ” in that 
locality. 

The people came. The house was always 
full. The church membership increased 
rapidly. But the funds to pay the expenses 
came not. Expenses were about $40 a week; 
receipts about $25. We tried every scheme 
known to get the church constituency up 
to a self-supporting basis, but it was the 
moving van and the apartment houses that 
kept people from ability to provide funds, 
The district built up entirely with flat 
buildings. The membership of the church 
practically changed about every six mon (hs. 
When asked to help people said: “We aré 
going to move in the spring, and our 
family expenses are so high we can’t do 
much for the church.”’ 

If the head of a family of six managed 
to pay 50 cents a week for the family’s sub- 
scription he thought he was doing heroic- 
ally. Large numbers felt unable to do any- 
thing. Thus bare > running expenses of $2000

& year could not be met, to say nothing of 
money loaned on the building. 

There were never any rows in the churen, 
The spirit was good. The work done for 
humanity by the people was energetic. The 
Sunday-school was large and animated. The 
young people had sblendid meretimes, and a 
club of youhg men and women formed one 
of the best accepted social factors in this 
part of the city. 

We had no troubles over creed, doc- 
trines or heresy. The ideal in all the 
preaching, services and spirit of the church 
was that humanity needed the inspiration 
of a belief tn a loving God. and would 
accept as a stimulus for flagging mora! and 
spiritual energies the life, teachings and 
cross of Jesus. Theological difficulties 
which are supposed to be the cause of 
wreckage in many quarters never troubled 
us. We looked in the Bible for the in- 
spiring things, and tried to make them ap- 
plicable to human life in this material 
world. 

We failed only for lack of money to 
pay for coal, lights, singing-books and the 
bare necessaries of church existence. A 
stranger looking in on the church would 
have said: “Surely this is a successful 
church. It is a queer anomaly that it can- 
not pay expenses.”” Nevertheless we had 
called in some of the best experts at 
finance-raising in the churches, and they 
made no headway. We had to quit because 
of the wolf's lone howl. 

Is there a need in the world for the 
church? If so, something must be done for 
the churches or the world will have to do 
without them in time. The well-meaning 
in our civilization are treating the church 
financially ag they treat no other factor 
in society. Church financlering is a hun- 
dred years behind the times. 

Christian men of means wil! endow col- 
leges, make them beyond anxiety for 
means of support, place experts at the head 
of them, take thelr own hands off and 
say: ‘“‘We have willingly put enough mon- 
ey in this college to make its support 
secure, Now invite the people to come to 
it. If they haven't got money to pay let 
them come free and we will pay the ex- 
penses. We believe in education, and we 
will take our hands off and see what our 
money can do.” 

Here are the churches, Al! Christian men, 
or men with Christian sympathies, will ac- 
knowledge that society needs the church. 
There would be an upraising of hands in 
holy horror if churches were to go, an 
yet where are the men of money who 
are willing to say to churches what they are 
saying to colleges? 

Of-course, there are churches supported 
almost entirely by rich men. The church 
over there people call Mr. Wealthy’s churc!, 
because it is well known that he supperts 
it, and by virtue of that he sometimes 
claims the right to dictate the policy of the 
church, its preaching and its spirit. That 
is all right. If Mr. Wealthy wants a 
church for his own personal use that is ‘his 
priviege, but it will not cut very much 
figure in ous probiem. If he weve to at- 
tempt that method in a coilege or univer- 
sity which he hag endowed the public would 
howl with rage till he got to cover, or 
more likely the institution would die for 
lack of students. 

Christian men of means have not yet re- 
alized the critical hour with the church. 
When they do they will see that the well- 
being of humanity demands that they en- 
dow churches as they endow colleges, and 
make churches and cathedrals places where 
the Gospel of Jesus can be preached to 
the great peopje without the preacher ask- 
ing a cent fyom the people above what 
they want to give voluntarily. The rich 
man’s left hand must not know what his 
right hand doecth in the matter, and his 
brand must not appear on the front of the 
church of on any of the stained glass win- 
dows. 

When I find a church where cries for 
money do not mingle discords with the in- 


spiration of Scripture I will call again to 
humanity to come in

‘éc“ HENEVDR you hear a man em- 
W ploy the expression, ‘Tel] that 
to the marines,’ with an into- 
nation that attempts to picture the sea sol- 
dier as the most gullible of human propor- 
tions, In uniform or out of it, you may 
safely conclude that that man doesn’t know 
what he is talking about,”’ said a warrant 
efficer of the navy who served for many 
years a6 a master-at-arms. “‘A man who 
does a five-year stunt as a salt water sol- 
dier doesn't have to sit at any unformed 
ran's feet for information as to what's 
what; in truth, if there’s any tip-balance, 
one way or the other, I should say that the 
average marine is several Ccegrees craft‘er 
than his guard-mounting comrades on the 
beach—and s6oldiers of the United States 
army are not usually looked upon ‘as come- 
ons,’ to adopt the phrase of the green-goods 
purveyors, 

“When I was a Jimmy Legs. as the blue- 
jackets call a ship’s master-at-arms, I 
came very close to losing the rating badge 
off my sleeve and the brass buttons off 
my blouse through the foxiness of a pair 
of marines on board my ship. I'll have to 
tell the story as I learned it in detall long 
after the affair occurred. If I had known 
the detalls at the time of the incident the 
silver eagle on my starboard arm wouldn't 
have been jeopardized. | 

“One of the best sea soldiers I was ever 
shipmates whth was an Irishman—cal] him 
Jim Corrigan—who had the corporal’s chev- 
rons when he joined the ship I was the 
Legs of. He came aboard at the Mare 
Island Navy Yard before we pulled up our 
mudhook for a crulse down the west coast 
of Mexico and Central and South America, 
He was a rattling good soldier, a clean, 
spick-and-span man who had tin his ditty 
box a degree that he had taken at the 
University of Dublin. He was well liked 
by the officers and men, being a quiet, self- 
contained Irishman who minded his own 
business ami seldom spoke unless in reply 
to questions. He had but one apparent 
fauli—the one that doubtless worked him 
into & government straight uniform as a 
soldier of the sea—which was an abiding 
love for hot and rebeHious Hquors. He 
kept this rum passion down while on board 
ship, but whenever he “hit the beach’ he 
drank five glasses of liquor to the one glass 
tossed off by any of his companions, mar- 
ines or soldiers. 

“From a quiet, reserved man he changed 
into a fighting devil of a maniac when 
drunk, and when the liquor began to work 
on him his ship companions who accom- 
panied him ashore generally had to leave 
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“Corrigan didn’t go ashore from the time 
he joined our ship until we pulled into 
the harbor of Acapulco. Then he went 
over the side with a thirsty expression in 
his gray Irish eyes, and Within 20 minutes 
after he put his foot on the beach he was 
fighting drunk on mescal and knocking 
down greasers in sets of fours. He didn’t 
show up aboard for four days, breaking his 
liberty three days. He was still drunk and 
ugly when he stepped over the gangway 
and reported himself to the officer of the 
deck. 

“The officer of the deck said to him, 
‘Well, Corrigan, you've made a mess of it 
this time—three days overdue and still in 
your potations,’ and Corrigan made for 
him. | 

“It| means death in some of the world’s 
navies, even in time of peace, for an en- 
listed man to raise his hand to an off.cer, 
but the punishment Is a bit less severe in 
our outfit. Corrigan was beaten down and 
overcome after a terrific struggle, during 
which six men were on him at once—lI’ve 
got a mark or two yet of that conflict, hav- 
ing, as the master-at-arms, been foolish 
enough to tackle the Irishman alone as 
soon as I saw him jump at the officer of 
the deck. 

‘“He was put in double irons in the brig, 
and gene court-martial charges were im- 
mediately preferred against him. He was 
to be shipped up to Mare Island, with an 
escort, on one of the up-going Panama 
boats, for his general court-martial, and 
the least he could expect was dishonorable 
discharge and three years, at the smailest 
calculation, at hard labor in the Mare Is- 
land Naval Prison. 

There wasn't to be a boat up, bound for 
Gan Francisco, for 10 days or so, and we 
were booked to remain at Acapulco for a 
couple of weeks. Corrigan was quiet, and, 
incidentally, pretty sore, in more ways than 
one, when he came to out of his mesca) 
trance and found himself ironed in the 
ship's cooler. Inagemuch as the tempera- 
ture in the brig was about 130 degrees, and 
the steamer would not be along for 10 daye, 
he was given the liberty of the ship dur- 
ing the day, and only confined In the brig 
after ‘pipe down.’ The top sergeant of 
the marine guard and myself were ordered 
to watch him closely to see that he didn't 
go over the side. 

“Corrigan’se only chum and confidant 
aboard was another marine, also an Irish- 
man—call him Mike Gallagher—who, 
Muivaney, had often been ‘rejooced’

sieamer to come along and take him up 
to the navy yard for trial, but I didn’t eus- 
pect anything. I thought they were sime 
ply croneying, as usual. 

“One afternoon Gallagher ‘put fn’ for 
liberty. Liberty parties used to leave the 
ship in that port shortly before 8 o'clock 
in the evening. On the afternoon before 
Gallagher put his name down for liberty 
a young ensign had joined the ship, ar- 
riving on a south-bound Panama boat. It 
happened that when the libe ‘rty party was 
lined up at the gkangway to answer to the 
Officer: of the deck’s reading off of the 
names before stepping down the ladder to 
the steam cutter, 1 wag below, making the 
8 o'clock inspection. The top éergeant of 
the marine guard was already ashore on 
s0me duty or other. The marine corporal 
on duty at the gangway had been callie’ by 
the sentry on guard at the brig below. 

“When the new ensign, who was the ofil- 
cer of the deck, started to call off the names 
of the men in the liberty party, among the 
first was that of Michael Gallagher. When 
Gallagher's name was called off Jim (or- 
rigan, spick-and-span in his best uniform, 
stepped forward, saluted, said ‘Here, sir,’ 
and walked down the ladder to the launch, 
The ensign didn’t know his face from Gal. 
lagher’s, having just joined the ship the 
day before. The 18 men in the liberty party 
knew, though, and the audacity.of Corrt- 
gan's moye stunned them. They under- 
stood it instantly, however, and it wasn’t 
up to them to say anything. The liberty 
party was checked off on the book a:d 
away went the cutter to the shore, Corri- 
gan sitting in the stern sheets as coo] ag @ 
cucumber. The other men in the cutter 
didn’t say anything to him. -Men-o'-war’s 
men are not talkative under euch circuen- 
stances, Corrigan stepped off the cutter, 
‘made straight for a place where he knew 
he could hire a horse, and within half an 
hour after he left the ship he was astrik- 
ing into the interior for the railroad, He 
had $300 In gold, the savings of a former en. 
listenent, along with him. He has never 
been heard of since. 

“When the Mberty party left the ship

was returned last Thursday by the 

State of Indiana to the State of 

Texas. Gov. James A. Mount of Indiana, 

the members of his staff and about fifty 

others traveled all the way to Texas to 

make the restoration. The ceremony took 

place last Thursday afternoon on the State 

Fair grounds at Dallas. The flag was re- 
ceived by Gov. Sayers 

The flag originally belonged to Terry’s 
Texas Rangers, a company of Wilder's 
celebrated brigade. It was torn from them 
at the battle of Coosaville, Ala., October 13, 
1863, after a desperate hand-to-hand en- 
counter with the Seventeenth Indiana Reg- 
lment. 

Icver since the close of the Civil War 
the flag has been in the Indiana State Mu- 
ceum in the State capitol at Indianapolis. 

During “the last session of the Indiana 
Legislature a bill was introduced and 
passed, ordering the return of the flag to 
the State of Texas. A State appropriation 
was made partially covering the expenses 
of the trip 

This fact was officially communicated to 
the Governor and people of Texas. They 
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made elaborate preparations to receive the 
Indiana party and October 5 was named as 
the day, it being “big Thursday’’ of the 
State Fair. 

Gov. Mount’s party left Indianapolis last 
Monday afternoon, arriving at St. Louis 
Tuesday morning. They traveled itn the 
coach ‘“‘Portugal,’”’ Gov. and Mrs. Mount 
occupying the drawing room. The staff was

The band of to-day is the result of twelve 
years of constant effort, careful experi- 
mentation and lessons taught by failure 
@s well as by success. Originally organ- 
ized upon the Lnes of the ordinary concert 
band, mine has undergone such a regener- 
aiion, such a revolutionary, if gradual, 
metamorphosis, .as would have made the 
bandmaster of ten or fifteen years ago 
Biare aghest in open-eyed wonder and skep- 
ticism. The band has an orchestral tone 
which is peculiar to itself. Yet it .under- 
goes quick transitions. It plays the most 
classical music knewn to the great eym- 
phony orchestras—as for instance the nine 
Beethoven symphonies, the ent:re Wagner 
repertory and similar works—yet it plays 
martial music with all the life and ‘“‘snap’”’ 
of the military band. 

liow has this all been brought about? 
It is hard to say. First of all, the unique 
instrumentation, with its immense _ reed 
preponderance and basic siring basses, 
should have recognition. Then would prob- 
ably come, in its due order of {mportance, 
the manne?s of seating the different families 
of instruments, and last, but by no means 
least, the constant repression which for 
years has been exercised upon the great 
players who make up its personnel, to the 
end that the natural inclination to ‘blow 
hard” is changed into the parodoxical “work 
hard” by blowing softly. 

Of these three given reasons, the one 
which first strikes the average concert- 
goer and therefore causes the more com- 
ment is of course that one which his eyes 
see, prior to the giving out of the first note 
of a concert, namely, the unusual way in 
which the different instruments group 
themselves upon the stage. 

Doubtless many of our auditors who no- 
tice this, if they give the matter more than 
@ passing thought, think this feature just 
one additional evidence of “Innes’ desire 
to be different.” I have heard that theme 
with innumerable variations for many 
moons. But to those who do think, it 

7 must be self-apparent that the one-sided 
S band playing of other methods is abso- 
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lutely annihilated ‘by this. 

What do I mean by one-sided band play- 
ing? 

Why that kind where if you sit at one 
side of the auditorium you hear all the 
brass and nothing else, while if you. move 
to the other, you hear nothing but the reed 
instruments with an occasional roar and 
“biff-bang”’ of the big drum and cymbals. 
The piccolos ‘being pointed out into the 
face of the audience, seem to be squealing 
into the regions of upper Alt. in octavo, 
on an independent basis, while the eu- 
phoniums on the other side apparently 
seem trying to be heard in an entirely 
separate and distinct piece to that being 
played by the remainder of the band, 

To obviate these conditions would alone 
justify the changed seating which I have 
instituted, but to those who have heard 
the beautiful mellow tones of the brass 
instruments as they reach the ear through 
and as a part of the reed nuances, there is 
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no need to further explain what to many 
must at first seem a revolutionary change. 
It is this very welding. of the tones which 
brings about the organ-like qualities of 
tone which has, L am told, caused some 
comment, payticularly in relation to the 
band’s performance of Sullivan’s ‘Lost 
Chord.”’ 

The ‘stringed instrument” effects whicn, 
have, alike, here as e'’sewhere, excited tlie 
curiosity of the cultured musician, and 
which are plainly apparent in the playing 
of Mendelssohn's “Spring Song,” and the 
Weber “Invitation to the Dance,” although 
existent in still larger measure in maty 
of the Wagner works, are, as our friend 
Rudyard Kipling says ‘‘another story.” 
But they may be briefly summed up as the 
result of—first, players of supreme excel- 
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lence, trained to the point of sinking their 
own indiv duality in that of the associate 
who has the honor to direct them. Second, In 
the reiative positions where the intonation 
of each player is heard on the instant by 
his most distant fellow and above ané be- 
low all, years of that “constant repres- 
sion,’’ which has practically unsexed clario- 
nets, saxaphones and similar instruments 
and made them into viol.ns, violas and ’ce!- 
los so far as quality of tone is concerned, 
while still retaining the volume of tone 
necessary to such great auditoriums, 

In fine, evolution is as potent a factor in 
the perfection of a musical organization as 
it isin that of the twenticth century Ameri- 
can and I may pardoned, I think, for 
saving that the ultimate whica 
came to ué only after years of toil, struggle,

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VALLEY OF VOL CANOES 


SCIENTIFIC EXPEDITION BACK 
FROM A DANGEROUS TOUR. 


— 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. —An expedition 
of scientists, including Prof. S. W. Preston, 
with two men connected with the Geological 
Survey, have just returned from a trip down 

_ the Colorado River from Yuma to the Gulf 
@ of California and have spent several weeks 
“4 in investigating the volcanoes in that region. 
oe % The men who composed the expedition say 
they were the first pale faces seen in ‘the 
tess of the Volcanoes” in several years 
and that the region of the mouth of the 
Colorado River is full of natura] wonders. 
The exact location of the land of volcanoes 
is southwest of the Cocopah Mountains and 
exactly on the boundary line between the 
State of Sonora, of Mexico, and the east- 
ern part of Lower California.

When one has gone to the volcanoes the 
odors are found to be dangerous to animal 
life unless there is a strong breeze biowing 
to carry the sulphur-laden air away. There 
are undoubted stories of persons who have 
ventured too far among the _ volcanoes, 
where the air was calm and heavy with 
the poison, who have died ina few m nutes. 
Several years ago Professor Smedley of 
Ontario College fitted up an apparatus 
whereby he could carry a rubber bag of 
ure air while he was exploring among the 
liveliest of these volcanoes. In some way 
his device did’ not work when he had gone 
only 200 yards into the valley of the ‘'fire- 
spitters,’”’ as the Indians call them, and, 
had he not been seen to stagger and fall by 
several companions, who, at the risk of 
their own lI.vas. rushed in to his rescue, ne 
would have died ir a few minutes. As it 
was, the whole party was ill for a week or 
more from the effects of inhaling the 
ofson. . 
P The first. view of the locality of the vol- 
canoes from an elevated spot on a hill on 
the edge of the valley is memorable. The 
feeling, as one gazes over an area of thirty 
miles under the .hot, burning sun of the 
desert, dotted everywhere by thousands of 
hummocks and mounds, and b.ue emoke 
curling up from some of these, and flames 
and particies of molten lava from others, is 
that here .ndeed is a literal inferno on 
earth. 
The mounds or volcanoes are of all sizes, 
from that of a hogshead to a mound, some 
150 to 200 feet high. The majority of them 
are 15 feet high and are 60 feet in circum- 
ference at the greatest point. Most of 
these little vocanoes are active, and when 
they are. not spitting forth vapor and lurid 
es are doi and stewing within. The 
of severa seeth 
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that are 100 feet high and slightly less than 
an acre in area—may be in eruption, 
| The rumbling is so loud that one must 
almost shout to be heard by bystanders, A 
dozen times a minute a flame 25 feet high 
and about eight feet in diameter bursts 
from the crater of each of the larger vol- 
canoes, and is accompanied by a sound 
like the escape of steam from an enormous 
safety-valve on a steam engine. The flame 
is of a peculiar dark reddish hue, and when 
hundreds of bits of lava the size of cab- 
bages are thrown with it the noise is 
louder. The flame settles back within the 
volcano as quickly as it shoots out, only 
to burst forth again in four or five sec- 
, onds. 

Sometimes the large voleanoes are active 
for a fortnight at a time, and then may 
rest for a-vear. A few days is the usual 
period of eruption with these, and the pe- 
riods may be months apart. 

The valley of the volcanoes may ‘be 
reached only by a boat from Yuma down 
the Colorado River. The journey can be 
made only at a certain season of the year, 
and then it is hazardous. The danger lies in 
the treacherous eddies and rapids of the 
Colorado. 

The valley of the volcanoes is about 
miles long and from 15 to 20 miles wide. 


FIRST SIGHT OF INDIA. 
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Strange Sights and Sounds.

The first sight of India is amazing, en- 
trancing, stupefying. Of other countries you 
become aware gradually; Italy leads up to 
the Levant, and Egypt passes you on iIn- 
sensibly to the desert.

plexity, a gallery of strange faces, a buzz

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Bombay an Elaborate Combination of 


to come to yourself. At 
first everything is so noticeable that you 
notice nothing. When things beg:n to come 
sorted and sifted, Bombay reveals itself as 
a city of monstrous contrasts, 

Along the sea front one splendid public 
follows another—variegated stone 
facades, with arch and colonnade, cupola 
and pinnacle and statuary. At their feet 
huddle fiimsy huts of matting, thatched 
with leaves, which a day’s rain would 
reduce to mud and pulp. You eit in a mar- 
ble-paved ciub, vast and airy as a Roman 
villa, and look out over gardens of heavy 
scarlec and purple flowers toward choking 
alleys, where half-naked savages herd by 
families together in open-fronted rooms, 
and filth runs down gullies to fester in the 
sunken street. In this quarter you may 
see the weaver twirling his green and am- 
ber wool on a hand loom—a skeleton s0 
simple and fragite that a kick would 
make sticks of it; go to the street corner 
and you gee black smoke belch from a 
hundred roaring mills, whose competition 
cuts the throat of all the world, In the 
large, open epace Parsees bowl each other 
underhand full-pitehes and cry, ‘Tank 
you, tank you,” after ball; by_ the rail 
squats a Hidoo, who would like, if only the 
law would let him. to marry babies and 
burn widows. 

Yet, for all its Incongrulties, Bombay 
never lets you forget that it is a very 
great city. if it had no miils it would be 
renowned for its port; if it had neither it 
would be famous for its beauty. And if it 
were as ugly as it is fair it would still be 
one of the most.astounding collections of 
human animals in the world. Forty lan- 
guages, it is said, are habitually spoken 
in its bazaars. That. to him who under- 
stands no word of any of them, is perhaps 
more curious than interesting, but then 
every race has its own costume, go that 
the streets of Bombay are a kaleidoscope 
of vermilion turbans and crimson, orange 
and flame color, of men in biue and brown 
and emerald waistcoats, women in cherry 
colored satin drawers or mantles, drawn 
from the head, across the bosom to the 
hip, of blazing purple or green that shines 
like a pracenoneer.

For Hieronymus Carl Frederick, Baron 
von Munchhausen (the name is usually, bur 
incorreetly, spelled in English with one 
“h’’), was a real flesh-and-blood man, and 
neither a joke ner a myth. He was bern in 
1720, third son of Baron Otte of Rinte!n 
and Bodenwerder, and became a soldier of 
fortune in the Russian Cuisassiers, with 
whom he warred against the Turks. He 
was taken prisoner and became a slave of 
the Sultan, but was exchanged. He married 
a Russian lady, and in middle life, his fath- 
er’s other heirs having died, he became the 
head of the family, whick.can trace its no- 
ble descent baek to the ninth century, and 
owner of the estates. These facts are sub- 
stantiated by papers preserved in the fam!- 
ly castle along with the Baron's pistols. 

Baron von Munchhausen was never in 

Spain or England, but he did not allow 

that fact to interfere with the favorite 

amusement of his old age, which was te tell 
better after-dinner stories than any one 
else could do. 

Thus he once capped a young courtler’s 

fairy tale by telling, at a Hanover court 

dinner, about a St. Petersburg sleighride 
on a sleigh drawn by a hundred horses—a

8. W. F. STANIFORTH, proprietor of 
LD a dog hospital and dog cemetery in 
this city, will be a candidate for the 
Ohio Legislature from Cuyahoga County 
this fall. He will run on a humane plank. 
If elected he intends to introduce measures 
for the further protection of dumb anima!s 
and their owners, and also to champion theo 
cause of laboring men. — 
He would make it a crime to dock the 
tall of a horse. He would create more 
stringent laws against the theft of dogs. 
He is particularly interested in the estab- 
lishment of a home for homeless, aged and 
“{njured dogs, which now suffer about the 
streets. If elected he would ask the Legis- 
lature to establish such a home, and offers 
to donate oné*term’s salary as State Repre- 
sentative to the eause, providing the State 
will contribute a like amount. 

Dr. Staniforth is 32 years of age. He has 
made a life study of dogs, théir diseases 
and how to cure them. He was born in 
Chester, England, and came to this country 
16 years ago. He located at Canton, O., liv- 
ing for some time next’ door to President

he Duke of Westminster. 


At the Republican primaries held & short 
time ago in Cuyahoga County Dr. Stani- 
forth received 2500 votes, being one of 30 
candidates. This number was not quite 
enough to nominate him. He has decided to 
run on an independent ticket and feels con- 
fident that he has splendid chances of suc- 
cess. He has the sympathy of a large num- 
ber of the women of Cleveland. Several 
ministers have signified their intention of 
supporting him on a humane plank, though 

_ they bar the idea of the necessity for a dog 
cemetery. 

One woman sent him $35 to spend In cam- 
cSaign expenses. 

Three years ago Dr. Staniforth conceived 


the idea of erecting a dog hospital and 
providing a dog cemetery. He finds this 
novel business lucrative and increasing in 
favor with the public. 

At present there are § dogs and several 
cats in the hospital, most of them owned 
by prominent people, who bring them there 
for treatment. Each dog is quartered ina 
comfortable stall-kennel and each kennel Is 
numbered. There are 8) kennels in the 
building. The entire interior of the hospl- 
tal is palnted white and is as neat as @ 
parlor. White mice are kept in the build- 
ing to ald in cleaning the floors of any 
particles which might escape the brooms. 
In the building there is also a bathroom, an 
operating room, a kftehen and an office 
From the kennels there are doors opening 
into a big yard. Adjoining the opposite 
end of the plavground are the barns In 
which are kept two horses. They are used 
on the dog ambulance and dog hearse, 
These horses will respond to an ambulance 
call as quickly as any ambulance or fire 
engine horse in the city. The dog ambu- 
lance is a comfortable vehicle with wire 
screens at each end. It Is equipped with 
a gong for use when a rapid run is being 
made. 


Men are on duty at the hospital both day 
and night. The telephone is probably used 
as much as any ‘phone in the city, usually 
calling for a quick response of the ambue- 
lance. 

On the day which I visited the hospital 
& call came in at 3 a. m. for the ambulance 
and soon there was brought in for treat- 
ment a dog owned .by a wealthy family, 
suffering from dropsy. A call at 10 a. m. 
and another quick run and there was 
brought to the hospital a dog which had 
just been run over by a street car, causing 
a badfy crushed leg which necessitated am- 
putation. During the same day the doctor 
extracted six canine teeth, took out an eye 
and made four professional calls, besides 
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Dr. Staniforth and His Dog Hospital at Ashtabela, O. 


attending to the routine work of the instl- 
tution. 

A high board fence surrounds the hosp!l- 
tal and surroundings. One gains entrance 
by pressing a bell button on the main gate. 
A few rods from this inclosure is another 
building for distemper patients, which, on 


ease, must be kept apart. 

At the main hospital dogs are treated ‘for 
many of the ills of man, such as con- 
sumption, dropsy and gastritis. The mor- 
tality rate is about 10 per cent. 

The doctor makes dally visits to his pa- 
tients, just as physicians and surgeons do. 
He is often called out of town to adminis- 


ter to the needs of sick pets, distances of 
23 or 3 miles. 

At present the doctor has a dog in his 
hospital with but one lung. Amputation of 
limbs is a common necessity. In one in- 
stance a wooden leg made at the hospital 
has taken the place of a leg of flesh and 
blood. It is attached by a rubber joint and

is apparently proving a success. 

Gastritis is one of the most common ills 
of the dog. This is caused by ov erfeeding 
usually, and often proves fatal. There are 
more dogs in the hospital suffering from 
gastritis than from any other disease 
known to dogs. 

The diet of sick dogs Is carefuly looked 
after at the hospital. There is a kitchen 
used exclusively for the preparation of 
food. One hundred and ten basins are 
taken up twice a day and washed thorough- 
ly in a solution. A half gallon of water is 
given each dog twice a day. Each morning 
there is delivered to the hospital six dozen 
eggs, 20 loaves of bread and 80 pounds of 
ecrap food. Sick dogs are fed principally 
on eggs. As they become convalescent they 
partake of other foods. 

Dog dentistry is also practiced at the hos- 
pital. Teeth are cleaned, bad teeth ex- 
tracted and in a few cases the filling of 
canine teeth has been tried as an experi- 
ment, but is not generally practiced. 


The dog cemetery, the only one in Amer- 
fea, has finaly been established after much 
difficulty. The first location was on Hal- 
sey street, Cleveland, on property owned 
by Dr. Staniforth. Some of the residents of 
the city objected and the result was that 
the city decided that the cemetery would 
have to be moved outside the city Imits. 
Under direction of the city the bodies of 
nine dogs were taken up. Nearly a thou- 
sand people gathered to see the bodies 
taken up and 14 policemen were present at 
the graves to preserve order. Dr. Stanil- 
forth made no objection. He drove in a 
carriage to a point from which he could 
view the proceedings and looked quietly on, 

A new site was picked out for the ceme- 
tery over the county line in Chagrin Falls 
and there 16 dogs have been buried in 
style. The doctor provided the cemetery and 
the funeral facilities, because many of his

OME HINTS ON 
HOUSE-CLEANING. 


F you are unfortunate enough to have 
‘Carpets on your bedroom floors, make 
it a rule to take them up at least 

ce a year. The condition of the floor 

ider it, if it be cheap carpet, will usually 

use the cleanly housewife to hold up her 

mds in horror. Sand, dust and streaks 
what appear to be soot decorate the 
. 20r. 

in cleaning a bedroom always begin with 
the bed. Take it down and if possible have 
the mattress sent to a cleaner. It will be 

- done more satisfactorily by him than at 
home.’ Wash all blankets and bed quilts; 
have pillows aired and cleaned and clean 

_the springs carefully. 

If the room and bed are troubled with 
vermin they should be attended to with- 
put delay. And in case the walls are pa- 
pered, vigilance must be doubled. 

To rid a bedroom of these pests, clean 
the woodwork thoroughly, using a weak 
solution of tea. in warm water and a soft 
flannel cloth, Dry with a clean flannel 
cloth. Set in the middle of the room a 
dish containing four ounces of brimstone. 
Light it and close the room as tightly as 
possible, stuffing the keyhole and the 

__ ¢racks in the window with paper, in order 
‘to keep the fumes inside. Let it remain for 
three or four hours, at the end of which 
time open the windows and air thoroughly. 

If the bugs are only in the beds and not 
wery thick they can be destroyed by pour- 
ing emall quantities of kerosene in the 
cracks. 

When the carpets are taken up clean the 
floors with soap and hot water first and 
then a weak solution of chloride of lime. 

‘The Woodwork shculd be washed with 
weakened tea. 

Wash the windows with soap and warm 
water, drying with old newspapers. Clean 
mirrors in the same manner. 

All furniture should be washed with the 

eolution of weak teu and warm water. This 

Will not injure the polish if it is imme- 
diately rubbed dry with soft flannel cloths. 
- In cleaning bedroom closets every par- 
‘ticle of clothing should be taken out, 
brushed and aired and the closet cleaned in 
‘the same manner as the room before they 
sare put back again. 

After the room has been aired and 
scrubbed put the carpet back. While the 
room has been undergoing its cleansing 
process the carpet has been hung on the 
clothes line and beaten until every vestige 
of dust has disappeared. ‘Then it is laid out 
on the grass and swepi,- then put on the 
line and beaten again. 

_ When the carpet is relaid the room and 
furniture are supposed to be clean. There 
remains only to remove small spots on the 
carpet made by soot and grease. To remove 
these rub on a emall quantity of hard soap 
and scrub it out with a brush dipped in cold 
Water. Each epot should be rubbed dry 
with another cloth as soon as !t is washed.

- 4#t first with soap and lukewarm water.

\HBE PASSION PLANT was discovered 
T by the Spaniards, who called it Gra- 
nadilla, from a resemblance they con- 
ceived the fruit tc bear to that of the com- 
mon pomegranate. On its appearance in 
Italy, which seems to have occurred in the 
commencement of the seventeenth century, 
superstition descried in the confyuration 
of the different parts a mysterious repre- 
sentation of the Passion of Christ. 


The leaf was represented as the spear 
which pierced his side; the twined threads 
of red and white which form the crown 
of the flower are the lashes of the whip 
tinged with blood; the five encircling sta- 
mens are the five wounds; the column in 
the center of the flower is a miniature of 
the sponge, which was dipped in vinegar 
and pressed to his lips; the circle at the 
base of the column is the crown of thorns; 
the three clavate etigmas are the three nails 
uged in the crucifixion. 

The plant was pronounced a miraculous 
emblem of these sufferings,: and received

the title of Flor della Passione, afterwards 
combined by Linnaeus into the technical 
name Passiflora. Figures were manufac- 
tured for devotional purposes, made up of 
crude representations of the instruments 
themselves, instead of their presumptive 
symbols. An image of this kind has been 
placed at the side of the natural flower by 
Parkinson, an old English botanist, whose 
omhodoxy is much affronted by this monk- 
ish device, which he charges, according to 
the humor of his day, to the Jesuits. (Ref. 
Paradisus Terrestris, pub. in 1622. Shaw's 
Garden Library:) 

It is a native of Carolina and Virginia, 
most probably of some parts of South 
America. It will not do well with us in 
open ground, but in the hothouse it ac- 
quires a stem and grows with great lux- 
uriance. The bloom jis produced In abund- 
ance for two or three months in gucces- 
sion, each flower lasting only one day. 

Of late it has been cultivated for the sake 
of its fruit. This is about the size and 
shape of a pigeon's egg; when fully ripe it 
is of a dingy demascene color, with a yel- 
lowish green pulp and a black red seed. 


The flavor is thought to partake of both the 
mellone and etraw berry.

THE ORIGIN OF 
EYEGLASSES. 


HARLES II. of England (1630-1685) 
was the first to wear lenses as an 
aid to vision, and it was to him 

also that we owe the discovery of lenses 
for the eye. When young Charles Stuart, 
who was afterward made King of Eng- 
land, escaped to France to save his head, 
he became a pensioner of the great Louis 
XIV., and it was while living his indolent 
and dissolute life at Cologne he met an 
artisan in glass, and accidentally looking 
through a small lens belonging to this 
workman, he found it very greatly aided 
his imperfect vision. His poor vision was 
due to myopic astigmatism (irregular near 
sight). By mathematical calculation based 
on the crude and heavy lenses he is said 
to have worn, which are now in the Brit- 
ish Museum, his vision wag found to have 
been about one-twentieth that of normal 
sight. This discovery so greatly impressed 


both of them with the possibilities, that 
from that Gay the artisan gave all his 
time and Charles all the thought he was 
capable of exercising to this work. The 
name of this artisan can not be found on 
record, but he was a Frenchman, and, 
probably, the first optician. Charles was 
afterward recalled to England and 
crowned King Charles II. 

He took this artisan with him, together 
with several others he had found in 
France, and established a workshop in 
London without regard to cost. He had all 
Europe searched for artisans in glass, 
and obtained in all about twenty of the 
greatest skill in their art. It was not 
until after many trials and the consump- 
tion of much time that a lens was fin lly 
produced that gave perfect vision. It is 
said that more than 6000 lenses were made 
in this shop for the King’s eyes before he 
got what he wanted and what gave him 
satisfactory results. 

His gay and dissolute court at once fol- 
lowed his example, without regard to their 
necessity, but as the majority of them 
were young, and had not overworked their 
eyes, as students do at this age, their 
spectacles were, as a rule, unnecessary. 
The fashion of wearing glasses, therefore, 
originated from a necessity, and the King 
met it through his persistence, and at the 
sacrifice of nfany pounds sterling. 

The science of refraction was not then 
in its present state of perfection to direct 
these artisans how to grind lenses to fit the 
King’s eyes at one trial; indeed, it did not 
then exist. It was not long until this fash- 
jon became a fad, with a total disregard 
to the peculiar necessity that originated it; 
yet, without science to direct them what to 
grind, these artisans soon became rich, not 
only in English pounds, but in mechanical 
optics. The way was thus paved for the 
perfect science of optics that now exists, 
as well as the art of grinding lenses. The 
good, accidentally it would seem, that fol- 
lowed Charlies’ exile to France has been 
worth many times the loss of his father’s 
head, the same result to himself having 
been his incentive to flight. 

Charles’ favorite son, the Duke of Mon- 
mouth, had but one eye. Hence the origin 
of the monocle. His father's artisans suc- 
ceeded in improving his vision with a single 
lens over his better eye, which he wore 
with more excuse than many of his suc- 
cessors have in their affectation of the 
monocle,

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JUSTICE ¢ 


AMES B. GANTT, Chief Justice of the 
J Supreme Court of Missouri, delivered 
a lecture in the Presbyterian Church 

at Jefferson City last Sunday night. His 

subject was, ‘““The Trial of Christ from a 

Lawyer’s Standpoint.’”” This is the famous 

lecture of Judge Hatch. Rev. Dr. Hendy, 

pastor of the Presbyterian Church, heard 

it at Chautauqua, N. ‘Y., last summer and 

at his request Justice Gantt repeated it in 

Jefferson City. Following is 

A Synopsis. 

T is not the purpose of this lecture 

| to consider its subject as a theological 

question in any sense, but placing our- 
selves in the position occupied by Judea 
and its people at the time when Jesus was 
tried and icondemned, examine it as a 
legal question, governed by the law and 
practice of the Jewish theocracy as it was 
then administered. For this purpose, we 
do not consider the divine attributes of 
Jesus, but consider him alone as a Jewish 
subject, bound by the laws of his nation 
and subject to the jurjgdiction of its prop- 
erly constituted tribunals. 

The Jews have ever rejected Jesus as the 
Messiah, and have ever contended that 
however much His condemnation and death 
is to ba regretted, yet that, treating Him 
as a citizen of the Jewish nation, He was 
an offender against their laws, was guilty 
of a capital offense, was regularly tried, 
condemned and executed; that while the 
blunders of the Hebrews may be pitied, 
they should not be condemned. It Its the 
purpose of this lecture to examine this 
question, tested alone by the standard 
claimed by some Jewish authority. 

Joseph Salvator, a physician and learned 
Jew, in a history of the institutions of 
Moses and the Hebrew people, attempts to 
justify the trial, condemnation and execu- 
tion. The statement of the case in his lan- 
guage is: “But since they (the Jews) re- 
garded him only as a citizen, did they not 
try him according to their law and its 
existing forms?’ In answering this ques- 
tion, Salvator says: 

“This is my question, which can admit of 
no equivocation. I shall draw all my facts 
from the Evangelists themselves, without 
inquiring whether all this history was de- 
veloped after the event, to serve as a form 
to a new doctrine, or to an old one which 
has received a fresh impulse.”’ 

Taking this, therefore, as our standard, 
let us make inquiry. It has been, and is 
at the present day, quite a prevalent im- 
pression that the putting to death of Jesus 
was the working of a mob of irresponsible 
persons, without reference to law or its 
forms of practice. Such view is erroneous, 
as:Jesus was charged with a specific of- 
fense, was arraigned before a constitu- 
tional tribunal, had a trial and was sen- 
tenced. Sitting in review, now, we may 
examine, as upon appeal, whether or not 
the law was complied with. As we shall 
hereafter see, under the Jewish law there 
were four essential things necessary to 
concur, in order to authorize the carrying 
out of final sntence as a capital case. 

First—Therea must have been a capital 
crime committed. 

Second—There must have been a juris- 
dictional tribunal to try, regularly organ- 
ized, sitting at an authorized time and 
place. 

‘Third—Competent proof by two qualified 
witnesses to establish the crime. 

Fourth—A sentence of condemnation, 
regularly pronvunced. 

We will examine these in the order 
stated. 

The crime of which Jesus was accused 
was that of blasphemy. This was a crimo 
punishable with death, according with and 
based upon the direct command of Je- 
hoveah given to Moses, as recorded in the 
Twenty-fourth chapter of Leviticus, and 
elsewhere. 

The governing power was a hierarchy, 
composed of a high priest, associated with 
him seventy other priests. This was the 
municipal council of Jerusalem. All cases 
must be tried in the morning, and it was 
not lawful to try causes of a capital a- 
ture in the night or pass sentence and put 
it in execution the same day. Nor could 
trials be on festivals or Wridays. Trials 
were public. 

It seeme incredible that with all these 
safeguards they should have been utterly 
violated in the letter and the sr spon 
the occasion to which we now cal] atte: 
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Chief Justice James B, Gantt.

The Jews opposed Jesus for the reason 
that His teaching tended to the destruction 
of the ceremonial religion and the power 
of the priesthood. Thus it was they re- 
fused to recognize divine power in His 
works, seeking to inculpate Him by ques- 
tion into a violation of law that they might 
find excuse to destroy Him. And Caiphas, 
with the council of the chief priests, prophe- 
sied that Jesus should die for the nation 
and from that day forth they took counsel 
together to put Him to death. 

What for? Not for blasphemy, for which 
He was tried and sentenced, but In the 
language of the sanhedrim, “For this man 
doeth many miracles. If we let Him thus 
alone, all men will belleve on Him; and 
the Romans will come and take away both’ 
our place and nation.” Thus for the law 
of the new commandment. “Love ye one 
another.’’ Was he to die? It was necea- 
sary to note the other occasiofis when they 
counseled together how they might take 
Him. The instances noted are sufficient to 
show, and none other contradict them, that 
His life was not sought as the lawful for- 
feit for crime, but through a conspiracy, 
itself unlawful, to prevent the loss of 
place and power. Not only did they con- 
spire among themseives 
who was corrupted by 
Him. Jesus had ta 
gomue and temple, 
for fear of the populace, arrest Him, 
but counseled to use subtiety that they 
might take and kill Him. And finally upon 
the night before the feast of the passover, 
Judas having received a band of men and 
officers from the chief priests, led them to 
the Garden of Gethsemane, and there in- 
dicated Jesus to the officers by a Kiss; and 
the band took Jesus and bound Him. Thus 
we see that the arrest of Jesus was in 
furtherance of a conspiracy of the high 
priest and sanhedrim, consummated by the 
corruption of Judas by the use of money. 

He was then taken to the house of 
Caiphas and there tried. This was at night 
and on the eve of the passover holiday. 
These proceedings were irregular because 
the trial was at night time and on the eve 
of a holiday; because he was summarily 
sentenced. 

They also violated another law when He 
was removed, and continued to ¢ it in 
step of the Droceedings before 
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heard. When Jesus was led away t 
Pilate, Judas had said, with the bribe of 
the Jews tendered in his hand, “I have 
sinned in that I have betrayed innocent 
blood.”” The answer was, “What is that 
to us? See thou to that.”

“At that time the theater in Cleveland, by 
a curious coincidence, the same one at 
which I had made my entree into Stage- 
land, was reorganized and I was asked if 
I cared to take the responsibility of manag- 
ing it, by friends of my father and of 
myself, who had watched my career with 
great interest. I had then had only eight 
years’ expérience, ‘but under the masters 
of the craft, so, nothing daunted, I accepted 
and immediately set about securing my 
company. 

“This I did without great difficulty, and 
for two seasons held forth three times a 
week. We played on Sunday night, which 
was in direct violation of the strictest Sab- 
bath laws which obtain in Cleveland, as 
well as New York. This necessitated head- 
ing our programme, ‘Bacred Conéert’ and 
gaing through the entire play without low- 
ering the curtain. 

*‘Here in St. Louis, I am very glad to ob- 
serve that you do not have any such law, 
but permit your citizens to take their 
amusement in whatever rational] manner 
they choose. 

“I was attended with good luck in my 
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the only witness to the execution 
of two Indians and a white man— 
the first to give up their lives legally for 
the crime of murder in Yukon Territory— 
Aug. 4, 1699. She was present as a represen- 
tative of the Smithsonian Institution of 
Washington, D. C., having been sent inta 
Alaska by its Bureau of Ethnology to study 
Indian tribes and traditions. She went into 
the prison ward at Dawson, because by so 
doing she could send to Washington a com- 
plete report of a case that interested her 
from an ethnological standpoint. She had 
interviewed the Indians through an Inter- 
preter, by permission of Frank Harper, 
sheriff, and was present by his official per- 
mission at the exceution. 

Mrs. Crane has had the unusual exper!- 
ence of seeing nine men die on the scaffold. 
Some of these were the Haymarket rioters 
in Chicago, whose hanging she reported for 
the Associated Press several years go. She 
is the only woman who was ever granted 
the distinction of a passport into Yukon 
Territory from the Canadian officials, who, 
when Mrs. Crane took leave of the United 
States military escort at the boundary line 
on the Summit, provided her with a ser- 
vant, two oxen to draw her 3500-pound out- 
fit, hay, wood at $60 per cord, and the pro- 
tection of the Northwest Mounted Police 
from post to post. Here is the story of 
the woman Who has seen nine men executed:

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PHOTOGRAPHING GROWING PLANTS. 


‘1E latest move on the part of the 


United States Agricultural Depart- 
nent is the adoption of the moving 
piclure machine for the purpose of record- 


lng the growth of flowers, plants, trees, etc. 

Mor this end @ special camera has been 
designed and perfected, having a clockwork 
attachment, which makes an exposure au- 
fomatically every hour during the dav, 
While at night the exposures are mate by a 
Magnesium flashlight ccntrivance, produc- 
ing’a brilliant flash simultaneously with the 
opening of the shutter each hour. Twenty- 
four negatives are obtained dally, showing 
(he @xact growth which the plant has mule 
during this interval. 

While plants in the ordinary sense of the 
term 4fe motionless, yet we know there is 
x gradual growth going on, which is invis- 
thle to thé eye. It is also a well recognized 
fact that different soils, climates and alti- 
tudes, cte,, have a corresponding cffect 
upon the time of growth of the plant, lead- 
- ing to certain variations of the same,

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FEW AUTOMOBILES IN 


IN THE UNITED 


HERE has been an impression in some 
quarters that automobilism has gone 
ahead with a rush in this country, 

but nothing could be further from thé truth. 
With unusual slowness, the art has been 
taken up here, and while it is likely soon 
to enjoy an unprecedented development at 
American hands, we are still much the lag- 
gards in the race. This may in turn be due 
to the badness of American roads, some of 
which would shame Central Africa; but 
be the cause what it may, the statistics 
show that hitherto the work done here 
has cut no figure at all. 


This statement fs on the authority of the 
Flectrical World and Engineer. 

It would appear from data now in our 
possession that in Europe there are now 
well over 7000 owners of automobiles. Many 
of these own more than one vehicle, so that 
perhaps the number of vehicles could be 
put at 10,000. Of the 7000, France has 6600. 
The general idea has been that in France 
the interest was centered in Paris, but this 
is erroneous, 4541 of the 5600 being scattered 
all through the départments. In France, 
moreover, are 619 manufacturers of auto- 
mobiles, not including makers of detail 
parts, 998 dealers, 1095 repair shops, 3939 
stores for oil, gas, etc., and 26 electric 
charging plants and “posts."’ For the re- 
mainder of Furope the figures are far from 
complete, but in Germany are 268 owners of 
automobiles, 9) in Austria-Hungary, 0 in 
Belgium, 44 in Spain, 34 in Great Britain, 
111 in Italy, (in Holland, 114 in Switzerland, 
and 3 in Russia, Denmark and Portugal.

5090 it will probably be an exaggeration. The 
number of makers actually at work or or- 
ganizing is somewhere around 100. Fortu- 
nately for our credit as an inventive and 
enterprising nation, there is every promise 
of a great outburst of activity, and, as we 
noted not long ago, one concern has laid 
out plans and contracts for 4000 electric 
vehicles to be built and delivered as quickly 
as facilities will allow. Other concerns, 
electric, oil, etc., are about ready to build 
each from three to five vehicles a day, so 
that even within a single year this country 
may overhaul Europe. Many of our auto- 
mobiles are going abroad, but several of 
foreign make are being brought here, and 
without doubt the rapid advance of the ari 
will depend in no small measure upon this 
international exchange of inventions, meth- 
ods, devices and improvements. 

As to the investment, if the 10,000 auto- 
mobiles in Europe be averaged at $1000 
apiece, they have cost the buyers $10,000,000 
In this country the like investment, aver- 
aging the automobiles at $2500 apiece, would 
only be $1,250,000, but the orders and con- 
tracts in hand represent perhaps ten times 
that amount, while companies with a nomi- 
nal paper capital of about $400,000,000 have 
announced their intention of bullding auto. 
mobiles. The American output the coming

for the sake of my child. When one has 
lived through such experiences one does 
not dread anything any more. I found 
much fn my study of Apache life that bene- 
fited me. They are not only the bravest of 
warriors; they have a code of honor and 
morals that would docredit to a white man. 

At the Dawson hanging I experienced 
none of the sensations of repugnance and 
horror that a woman would feel whose life 
had not been exposed as mine has to the 
dangers and vicissitudes attendant upon ex- 
plorations into new countries and among 
savage, superstitious peoples. My interest 
in my work, however, is so keen that I 
have long since ceased to know the mean- 
ing of the word fear. 

When the three men In the Dawson prison 
yard looked their last upon the light of the 
world they were about to leave, and I real- 
ized that in a few seconds more their bodies 
would be suspended before me, lifeless as 
those of the men they had slain, I felt as I 
used to in the hospital at Chicago, where 
I served disguised as a nurse in order to 
gain information as a reporter for the As- 
sociated Press concerning the victims of the 
rioters—I became interested in the opera- 
tion. 

The two Indians were Siwashes, but be- 
longed to what is called the Tagish tribe 
and talked the Kliinkat language. 1 had 
previously interviewed them through an in- 
terpreter, putting questions to them in 
many forms to find out about their re- 
ligion, ideas of death and a future life. 

The Indian called Dega, or “Joe,” in- 
quired about the method of hanging, « form 
of death concerning which he knew noth- 
ing. When the explanation had been given 
him he asked: ‘“‘What time they hang me?” 
The interpreter told him 8 o'clock, before 
sunrise. At this he presented every ap- 
pearance of the most intense distress. Over 
and over again he begged: “Oh. tell them 
to wait till the sun comes up! Let me die 
when the sun.comes up!” 

I believe that these Indians belong to a 
tribe of sun worshipers. 

The Indian named Sak Quio, or Jim, was 
about 22 years old. When I asked him 
why they killed the white men he said that 
it was for revenge; that four years ago 
white men killed his brother and Joe's 
brother. I said: ‘‘Why didn’t vou kill white 
men before for revenge?’ He replied that 
they had never had an opportunity. Then 
occurred an incident which showed the 
strange reasoning of these people. Motion- 
ing toward Joe, Jim said: ‘“‘We only killed 
one white man. White man ought only kill 
one Indian. Tell them to kill Joe and let 
me go home.” 

Joe said nothing. but 
his face was a study. 

They did not appreciate the enormity of 
their crime; in fact, they merely thought 
they had done their duty in “getting even.’

GOLD AND NOTES IN A GARRET. 


Aged Woman and Her Brother Led a 
Peculiar Life ina New York 
Village. 


WATERTOWN, N. Y., Oct. 7.—When 
“Aunt Jane’’ Wilder died in her tumble- 
dcown little farmhouse last week the La 
Fargeville folk sighed nnd said it was the 
last of a good old family. They thought 
it too bad that the riches of the estate 
should have dwindled until nothing except 
the bare acres was left when Aunt Jane 
went the long way. 

Since then they have been investigating 
Aunt Jane’s earthly affairs, and up in the 
garret, in a dusty, cobwebby corner some- 
body on a “rummaging’’ tour yesterday 
discovered an old flour sack and peered 
into it casually. Interest in the old sack 
deepened when it was found to be full of 
bank notes, gold, mortgages and securi- 
ties to the amount of $5000 In cash, and 
much more in notes and bank credits. The 
hoard will be turned over to the executor 
for the distant heirs, for Aunt Jane had 
no near relatives. 

She was a tall, angular woman, had never 
married, and used to go about her farm 
work in a man’s hat and cowhide boots, 
smoking a long clay pipe.

WOE IN STOLEN CASH, 


ESCAPED CONVICT SURRENDERS 
AND MAKES RETRIBUTION. 


WAS TIRED OF BEING HUNTED. 


Detective Somers Escaped Twice from 
Penitentiary and Then Willingly 
Came Back w It. 


NBW ORLEANS, La., Oct. 7.--‘There is 
no pleasure in stolen money,” Is the testi- 
mony of Charles O. Somers, the express 
robber, who has just voluntarily surren- 
dered to the Mississippi authorities, and 
has asked to be alléwed to serve out his 
term in the penitentiary. Somers has trav- } 
eled widely in the last five years; has vis- 
ited Hurope and lived extravagantly there; 
but his crime has weighed on him all the 
time and made his money valueless, and 
the fact that he was an escaped convict, 
liable to be arrested at any moment, has, 
like the death’s head at the Persian feast, 
always stared at him and destroyed all 
pleasure. 
Somers, as a matter of fact, was caught 
once before in San Francisco, and brought 
back to the Mississippi penitentiary. No 
man need stay in that penitentiary unless 
he wants to do so, says Somers, and he 
had no difficulty in escaping a second 
time. He now returns to Mississippi and 
asks that the penitentiary doors be opened 
to him. 
Somers was only 26 when he came to 
Louisiana and Mississippi! as a Pinkerton 
detective to assist the railroads and ex- 


press companies in hunting down the gang 
of train robbers who, under the leadership 
of the famous Ben Bunch, who was' finally 
killed, had made three or four big hauls 
near Duck Hill. 

Somers’ connection with the case put him 
on the inside, so far as the express com- 
panies were concerned. He was their 
agent, and a trusted one, and he had free 
access to the office and to the room where 
the money was kept. While in the office 
at Meridian a chance was offered to him 
to walk out with $69,000 without any danger 
of immediate detection. It was, he said, a 
momentary temptation, which he could not 
resist; he took the money and walked out, 
and as he was a good detective and knew 
just what detectives would do, he knew 
how to escape, and got away without the 
Slightest dilviculty. 

A few months afterward he was cap- 
tured, brought back to Meridian and tried, 
convicted and sentenced to five years’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor in the peniten- 
tlary. He wrote to Gov. 'MeLaurin no 
man of the slightest intelligence need re- 
main in the Mississippi penitentiary who 
did not care to stay there. Fearing that 
he would fall into the hands of the con- 
vict contractors, Somers planned to escape. 
He waited until a green guard was placed 
in charge and stationed at the northeast 
tower of the penitentiary. He persuaded 
the guard that the warden wanted him and 
that he was a “trusty,” and when the man 
went to the warden he slid down a small 
rope and escaped. He was well provided 
with money, for he had “salted away” the 
$69,000 he had stolen, and he made at once 
for the Pacific coast, intending to go to 
China or Japan, 

Somers found a serlous difficulty tn his 
way. He was too well known, for as a 
detective he had met hundreds of persons, 
and the Pinkerton men were all on a look- 
out for their former companidn. One of 
them recognized him at San Francisco, just 
as he was about sailing for Yokohama, 
and he was arrested and brought back to 
Mississippi and again placed in the peni- 
tentiary. He served sixteen months this 
time, but in April, 18M, he escaped, and 
has been a free man until he voluntarily 
surrendered himself this week. 

Somers’ escape was simple 
enough. He bribed one of the guards, 
French by name. The two came together 
to New Orleans, where Somers paid 
French, and they separated. He took the 
steamer for Europe, where, under the name 
of Nelson, he has resided most of the 
time since. He had plenty of money; he 
was fortunate and increased the $60,000, and 
enjoyed every luxury, but his Hfe abroad 
was none the less a bore to him and full 
of regrets. The money taken from the ex- 
press company was paid back, but even 
this did not satisfy Somers’ consclence or 
quiet his fears. Last year he returned 
from Europe, spent some time in Canada, 
and finally wandered off to the Klondike, 
where he went into the mining business, 
and was again successful. 

But all this time he was suffering mental! 
torture, and never once enjoyed! peace,

hand satchel. Then he filled several bottles 
with boiling water and placed them around 
the cotton.

Mr. Flay took the child to the hospital. 
Dr. Waugh said it was the smallest living 
baby he had ever seen, and would increase 
in weight three or four ounces a day.

HESE words—twenty-one of them— 
1% cost the life of Frank Griffin. They 
were published in his paper, Griff's 
Daily Review, at Maryville, April 6, 1899. 
When Jesse saw them he swore he would 
kill Griffin on sight. At 11 o’clock on the 
morning of April 8 he carried out his threat 

after a desperate hand to hand fight. 

Jesse was indicted for murder in the first 
degree. At the June term of the Circuit 
Court Judge Anthony named October 9 as 
the date of the trial. The case will open 
next Monday morning. One hundred ve- 
niremen have been subpenaed by the sher- 
iff and probably two days will be spent in 
selecting the twelve jurors to try the case. 
The hearing of evidence will hardly com- 
mence before Wednesday. 

No marder trial in Northwest Missouri 
ever attracted so much attention as this. 
Griffin was known all over this part of 
the State and fn Southern Iowa. He was a 
Populist leader and a man of undoubted 
influence. His style was rough and ready 
and he was fearless. His style was caustic 
but not elegant. There was nothing refined 
about his method of personal attack. Yet 
he never fought by inuendo. He ways 
said what he meant and gave names and 
places. 

Conservative men frequently warned him 
of his darger. 

“Some man will kill you some day,” they 
said; but that made no difference to Grif- 
fin. 

He never seemed to give such a possi- 
bility a second thought. 

He continued to publish the news and to 
lambast his enemies in the style that best 
suited himself. 


The prediction of the conservatives came 
true. Griffin came upon his adversary un- 
expectedly, yet he was not taken wholly 
unawares. While there was breath in him 
he fought just as fiercely as he ever did 
through the colfimns of his paper, for he 
was both spirited and brave. 

“Mo kind of o\position could feaze Frank 
Griffin. 

His life wis tlveatened probably a hun- 
Gred times. 

Some unknown enemy fired a load of 
buckshot threiyrh bis window one night, 
but missed his mark. 

His horse was poisoned. 

Three times his newspaper Plant was 
raided at night, his furniture broken and 
his type “pied.’’ 

The last time Griffin discovered his type 
ina well. 

He fished it out and never missed an 
issue, 

One time his enemies got hold of a mort- 
gage on his press and took the press away 
from him. 

Griffin ran off his paper on a roller with 
irons on the end to make it heavy enough 
to print. This method he used until he 
could secure another press. 

A sample of Griffin's writings is taken 
from ihe issue of April 6, 1899, the same 
paper which contained the personal refer. 
ence which cost him his life. The names 
he used are here indicated by blanks:

ImmeWately he drew his revolver and 
fired at him twice. One bullet hit Griffin 
in the groin. The other struck the bank 
bullding.

and grappled with Jesse, who was again 
trying to shoot him. 

Griffin grabbed Jesse by the throat and 
pushed him into the street. Both fell to 
their knees. When they regained their feet, 
Griffin had Jesse by the throat with his 
right hand, while with his left he seemed 
to be trying to reach the revolver which 
Jesse still held in his right hand and kept 
jerkingeabove his head out of the way of 
Griffin. 

Jesse had his left hand firmly grasped in 
the hair of Griffin's head. After struggling 
for a few seconds, Jesse suddenly raised 
his revolver above Griffin's head and fired 
three times as fast as it was possivie to 
work the weapon, 

One shot struck Griffin in the mouth and 
the second jn the shoulder, both ranging 
down'gird. The third shot missed its mark. 

As the shots struck Griffin he was seen 
to hesitate for an instant. Then he sprang 
at his assailant with such force that he 
threw Jesse to the ground and fell on top 
of him. Being so badly wounded, he was no 
match for Jesse. 

Jesse turned him and commenced to beat 
him over the head with the butt of his 
revolver. 

A spectator, seeing that his revolver was 
empty, rushed from Ais hiding place and 
pulled Jesse from his victim. 

Griffin got up without assistance and 
walked to the edge of the sidewalk, where 
he sank down. 

Jesse was arrésted by the Sheriff. 

Griffin was taken to his home, where he 
died at 6 o’clock the same evening.

volumes of verse. The first was “Golden 

Rod.” The latest, just issued, is called 

“Golden Leaf.” And truly, they are both 
full of nuggets. 

Miss Brown's residence is 1411 Olive 
street, to which she lately moved with'her 
mother, a widow, from Bartmer avenue. 

She takes great pride in the fact that 
she is a native of Virginia. 

-Miss Brown confesses to 22 years. She Is 
five feet three inches tall and weighs but 
a few pounds over 100. Her long, dark 
brown hair is brushed severely back from 
the low forehead, the only relief being 
thin, short bangs at the temples. Her eyes 
are brown, almost as brown as her hair. 
Her mother says they are the eyes of ‘‘a 
born poet.” The girl's face is small. Her 
nose {ts straight and thin and the chin is 
only suggested. She says: 

‘My poetry is good and wholesome—that 
is, mother and sister think so, and the 
poets who have read my work have been 
kind enough to gay it is.

“They make salt for next to nothing by 
eva oration at several plac®s in the North, 
Sir ic a geantieman who knows the busines 
thoroughly, “but the famous rock sail 0 
Louisiana has advantages peculiarly its 
own. To begin with, it is over 99 per cent 
pure, and, while the: foreign substances 
usually found in the evape ‘rated product are 
harmless to the system and indistinguish- 
able to the taste, they often unfit the salt 
for certain important ures, for instance, 
the curing of hides. After our native rock 
salt is assed through the crusher it Its 
soveenel into three or four different alzes. 
The largest size is made of crystals as big 
as the end of one’s thumb, and is in steady 
demand for the curing of be ef and pork. 
For that purpose it is simply unapproac h- 
able, and the reasons are rather interesting. 
Before a barrel of beef or pork is headed up 
a quantity of coarse salt is thrown in, but 
as the brine has already taken up ali the 
salt it will hold the crystals remains for tite 
time undissolved at the bottom. In a lit- 
tle while, however, the meat gives off water 
which would weaken the brine were it wet 
for the presence of the rock salt, v hich 
keeps it automatically at its mi aximum 
nereamtih. It thus becomes indispensable to 
acke and always brings a 800d price.

THE + LEAPING + MOUSE + OF + EGYP’ 


Many thousands of years ago, before the 
great “ice age,”’ when the climate of Eu- 
rope and America was about that like of 
Africa, the little leaping mice of Egypt 
were jumping around just as they are now: 
Queer fellows they are, with their large 
eyes, long, bare tail, save for the little 
bunch at the end, and legs like a kargaroo. 
This mouse is the color of the ground, and 
at night and when it runs about seeking 
food is hard to distinguish. 

When the young are ready to leave the 
nest the mother sticks them to her body 
with some kind of clay and then goes 
abroad to search for food. While feeding 
the long tail is curved into a letter 8, but 
when about to leap the tail stiffens out, 
aiding both in the leap and as steering 
apparatus.

Miss Craig, Who Is an Irishwoman and Has Traveled Extensively 
Europe and America, Lived With the Algonquin Indians Nearly 
Six Months and Learned From Them This Legend. 


ISS MARTHA ORAIG, who ts ident!- 
M fled with the Canadian-Pacific cx- 
hibit at the St. Louls Exposition, 
, has written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
4 the beautiful legend of the Algonquin 
" Heavens, that surpassingly picturesque 
* portion of Canada adjoining the Hudson 
} Bay country. Miss Craig was the first 
“woman to explore this region. Leaving 
"New York last Easter, in company with 
© Paul ad’Arton, an artist, she went 
to Montreal and there made  0»prep- 
arations to enter the Algonquin 
country. She remained there until thé 
first Monday in September, living among 
the Indians, traveling hundreds of miies 
through rivers and lakes in the birch bark 
canoes of the natives and learning from 
them their customs and traditions. 

Miss Craig is a native of Ireland. She 
was educated in England and France and 
has been a traveler since her tenth year. 
She hae seen the best part of Europe and 
much of America since her arrival here in 
February, 1898. 

A ther credentials she bears a let- 
er of introduction from. an English rail- 
coad company addressed ‘‘To the Raliway 
Managers of the United States.’’ 

Following ie the legend of the Algonquings 
as she learned it from the Indians: 


The Algonquin Heaven. 

'N distant ages, when the world was 
young, two great chieftans ruled over 
the land of the red men. Cawewonie

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DANGER OF COLDS. 


HE greatly increased sensitiveness of 
+ the individual ~ to atmospheric 
changes, resulting from the artificial 
conditions of life incident to civilization, 
makes catarrh of some organ or organs 
the pathological basis of most diseases 
prevailing in this climate. 

Catarrhs begin as colds, which, uncured, 
or following one another in rapid sequence, 
produce a state of lowered vitality, so that 
the patient does not recuperate and get en- 
tirely well after each fresh attack of cold, 
although the acute stage passes off. Gradu- 
nally the chronic cold, or catarrh, extends 
from one organ or part to another by con- 

‘ruity, until the whole system is diseased 
and torpid, and the work of regeneration 
becomes such a herculean tack, few pa- 
tients are willing to keep at it, to faithfully 
and systematically carry out the doctor’s 
instructions during the long, weary time 
essential to effect a radical cure. 

Now is the time ‘when the seeds of ca- 
tarrhs are being sown freely in the shape 
of autumn colds. A cold does not always, 
or necessarily, settle in the nose or throat. 
It may the stomach, bowels, liver, 
kidney, or other organ, as the point of at- 
tack. If not promptly treated and cured, 
the majority of patients will remain ‘un- 
der the weather,’’ and the disease, like a 
smouldering fire, will gradually spread and 
involve adjacent parts, 

The symptoms of a cold, or catarrh, 
after the acute stage has passed, do not 
disable the patient to any marked extent, 
unfortunately. He feels miserable and dull, 
but is able to keep going, and to perform 
his tasks in a leaden sort of way, and so 
he pays but little attention to his condi- 
tion, accepts the burden of impaired health 
with more or less resignation, occasionally 
making short, spasmodic efforts to recover 
lost ground, but never setting about the 
work of regeneration in a scientific spirit 
and business-like manner, with the aid and 
constant supervision of a competent and 
eEyVmpathetic physician. 

If the public would only realize that the 
quiet, insidious sapping of vital forces due 
to chronic ecatarrh of various organs is 
more dangerous and far-reaching in its ef- 
fects than the most severe case of pneu- 
mionia or diphtheria, intelligently treuted. 
the majority of people would enjoy good 
health, and the medical profession a bet- 
ter reputation for usefulness; whereas now, 
out of a crowd of fifty men and women, it 
would be difficult to pick out half a dozen 
in perfect bealth 

A cold is a very serious thing, and any 
disturbance of the health resulting in 
stoppage of the secretions, shivering sensa- 
tions, a dry, hot skin and congestion of 
internal organs, is a cold, whether it bs 
termed technically rhinitis, bronchitis, gas- 
tritis, enteritis, hepatitis, nepnritis, cysti- 
tis or any other itis. 


COLD IN THE HEAD. 


Hk treatment of cold in the head is 
T largely a matter of individual tem- 

perament, If the symptoms are those 
of excitement—dry, hot skin, and rapid, 
vibrating pulse—ten drops each of tinctures 
aconite and ipecac in two ounces of walter, 
teaspoonful every half hour, then every 
hour, until the skin is acting nicely, is good 
treatment. Also, wash the nose and throat 
out every two hours with a solution of 
listerine, one ounce; water four ounces; 
glycerine, one drachm, and a pinch of salt, 
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But if the symptoms are those of depres- 
si@n, with chilly sensation and slow, full 
pulse, give thirty drop doses of aromatic 
spirits of ammonia in half a glass of water, 
four to six times a day, as indicated, a 
cholagogue cathartic, and follow with a 
.few tonic doses of quinine and ferrous sul- 
phate. 

In the first type, a tonic will seldom be 
needed, but if one is, strychnine fills the 
bill perfectly. 


‘SALT, 


HE fact was long ago established that 
a salt is a necessity to the sysiem. 
Depriving victims of salt was a fa- 
vorite method of torture among the’ an- 
clents, always resulting in an agonizing 
death if persisted in. Animals will travel 
miles to reach salt licks. The importance 
of salt as a constituent of animal tissues 
and secretions is well known, yet sick peo- 
ple and infants artificially fed are often 
allowed to go for weeks and months with- 
out any. 

A person suffering from_a protracted 
fever, and living on milk, with all the con- 
ditions predisposing to the development and 
continuance of a septic state, will receive 
no salt in his food for a dangerous length 
of time, owing to want of thought. In- 
deed, it is searcely exaggerating to say 
that dropping a small pinch of salt into 
each portion of milk, or other food, may 
mean the difference between life and 
death, by checking the tendency to septic 
tissue changes. 

Many children, who are nourished by the 
bottle and artificially prepared foods, suffer 
from indiestion for want of a little salt in 
the food. These children are usually thin, 
pale, nervous and irritable; if fat, they are 
flabby and anaemic. 


Salt can be used medicinally to great ad- 
vantage in the treatment of morphine 
habit. In all such cases, three to five 
grains of salt three times daily, followed 
by a draught of water, will cause increased 
giandular activity and a corresponding 
brightening up of the mental faculties, 


Of course, the use of salt must be at- 
tended with nice discrimination. It can be 
abused, like everything else, but im prop- 
erly selected cases of disease, is attended 
by good results, and in all cases it should 
be added to the food of infants and in- 
valids, to render it appetizing and whole- 
some. 


DIET IN PHTHISIS. 


T diet of the consumptives should 


be rich in nitrogenous urticles, care 

being taken that they are completely 
digested. There is a certain antagonism 
between uricemia and consumption, and 
the meats that produce wric acid protect 
against the graver affection. Milk is most 
useful if from cows certainly not them- 
selves infected. Eggs, fish, oysters, rare 
meats, with acid-pepsin to aid their diges- 
tion are of special value. But these are 


FEEDING BRAIN WORKERS: 


HIS is an age of mind, and the vital 
rT forces are largely centered on the 
brain. The natural result of this 
change of base is dyspepsia. So strong is 
the force of custom and habit that, al- 
though nature has turned most of her at- 
tention to the brain, we keep right on liv- 
ing and eating just as we did in the past. 
Three times a day our tables groan under 
a great variety and supply of food, we eat 
until checked by an uncomfortable sense 
of distension, then we have dyspepsia and 
wonder at it as an incomprehensible dis- 
pesation’ of Providence. 

It is all right for the man who labors all 
day in the open air to eat freely, bat the 
man of sedentary habits, the brain worker, 
must adapt his way of living to his needs, 
He must be well nourished, for the brain 
is incapable -of-. good work unless well 
supplied with pure blood, but such a man 
cannot possibly furnish vital force to di- 
gest three large meals daily... If he tries 
it nature will protest at every step. The 
chemical changes of digestion will be im- 
perfectly performed. The stomach will 
neither secrete freely nor churn the food 
with cheerful alacrity, the pyloric orifice 
contracts and allews such chyme to pass 
with grudging reluctance, the intestinal lac- 
tceals are ashamed to absorb such miserable 
pabulum, which chokes, irritates and con- 
gests them, so the large meal remains in 
the digestive organs to ferment, putrefy 
and steep the individual in foul gases and 
depraved secretions. Such a person is not 
nourished and the more he eats under 
such circumstances the worse off he is. 

But the system can furnish enough vital 
force to’convert a.small meal into pabulum 
of high standard, which will be absorbed 
without difficulty. ‘Three such smail meals 
are not enough to Keep the individual pvrop- 
erly nourished, however. Four to six such 
meals will be required. Wach should con- 
sist of but one, or at most two, articles of 
food, the diet to be varied by changes at 
meals. The portion of food served must 
be small, the patient must stop as soon as 
the appetite is satisfied, and gaseous dis- 
tension is proof positive that the meals are 
still too large or too close together. 

A poisoning, external or internal, is al- 

cohol. At a recent meeting of the 
Medical Society of the County of New York 
Dr. Seneca D. Powell demonstrated that a 
95 per cent solution of carbolic acid could 
be rubbed freely on the hands and allowed 
to remain! for a few -seconds -without un- 
pleasant effect if the hands were then 
rinsed with alcohol. Hé said .he knew of 
three cases of carbolic. acid .poisoning in 
which alcohol had been used successfully 
internally. He hal heard of an interést- 
ing case of poisoning occurring’ in Pitts- 
burg. A mother had hurried to the hos- 
pital during the night, coming a long dis- 
tance with her l1-month-old infant, who 
had been given carbolic- acid by mistake. 
The physician put a teaspoonful of alcohol 
down the child's throat: The child re- 
covered. 

About a week later the baby contracted 
pneumonia, presumably from exposure. It 
died, and the attending physician reported 
that the autopsy showed no damage to the 
oesophagus and stomach. : 

The ambulance surgeons of the Harlem 
Hospital have been instructed to pump 
into the stomach three or four ounces of 
alcohol in cases of carbolic poisoning. 

One of the most valuable results of the 
discovery is that it enables physicians and 
surgeons to use carbolic acid as an anti- 
septic in many cases in which its use here- 
tofore has not been deemed advisable on 
the ground that it might destroy the 
tissues and produce blood poisoning. 

Although polsoning by carbolic acid is 
one of the most painful methods of self- 
destruction, statistics show it is more used 
in our day than any other. 

The reasons for this use of a poison 
which produces so much suffering are that 
the popularity of carbolic acid is largely 
due to the propensity of morbid persons 
to imitate each other. Thus, if a woman 
reads in a newspaper that one or two per- 
sons have killed themselves by carbolio 
acid she Is apt,"“if bent on suicide, to select 
that poison. 

Legally, its sale fs restrained within certain 
limits, but any one who wants to buy 
poison can always obtain it. Furthermore, 
it is cheap, comparatively easy to obtain 
and its effects are almost immediate.

ment of malarial or congestive fever 

there is nothing that is equal to cold 
water or bags of cracked ice, applied to 
the stomach and bowels. When the pa- 
tient is very restless, with cold, clammy 
perspiration standing all over face and 
hands; extremities cold, complaining © of 
burning up internally, then put him on the 
floor and pour the cold water over the re- 
gion of the stomach and bowels, from one 
to six hours. At the same time put the 
feet in a hot mustard bath. Nine times 
out of ten the patient will go to sleep while 
the water is being poured on. The extrem- 
ities will get warm and dry. Then put 
him to bed. You may have to repeat the 
same process for a day ortwo. ‘The colder 
the face and extremities are the more Wa- 
ter it wlll take. Keep pouring until reac- 
tion takes place. The theory is that it 
drives the blood congested in the internal 
organs to the surface and equalizes the cir- 
culation. It never fails. Try it and be 
convinced.

Take one quart of gluten stock (pre- 
pared by boiling two cups of good wheat 
bran in three pints of water until reduced to 
one quart), one cup of dried apples, pre- 
viously cut into small bits, and etewed until 
tender and the juice evaporated; three- 
fourths of a cup of currant juice; three- 
fourths of a cup of pineappie juice, one 
tablespoonful of sugar, and a little grated 
lemon rind for flavoring.

YPOGRAPHICAL UNION NO. 16 of 
af Chicago has under consideration a 
plan to establish a home for aged 
printers. There they will be able to earn 
their living easily and with comfort, culti- 
vating cabbages and corn and potatoes, 
instead of dallving with linotype machines, 

‘shooting sticks’’ and ‘‘forms.”’ 

This plan has been tried successfully near 
New York City, and the Chicago printers 
will model their establishment on its East- 
ern predecessor. A committee has been ap- 
pointed to select a suitable site and report 
to the union the probable cost of estab- 
lishment and maintenance of such a haven. 

While the plans of the committee have 
not been fully disclosed, enough has leaked 
out to warrant the belief that the farm 
will be conducted strictly on union prin- 
ciples, which have been so thoroughly in- 
stilled into the printers by vears of service. 
The eight-hour day will be strictly enforced 
on the farm and work will cease promptly 
at 50’clock in the afternoon under all con- 
ditions. For instance, if the farmers are

or not, scorning the shifty excuses put for- 
ward by their neighbors, who work until 
19 o’clock at night to save the hay. Po- 
tatoes will be set out in small ‘“‘takes’’ and 
few in a hill. This work will, of course, 
be done by the old “hand” compositors, 
while the men who have worked the type- 
setting machines, owing to their superior 
knowledge of machinery, will be more use- 
ful on the plows, reaping and thrashing 
machines. In seeding time a thorough 
knowledge of distributing should prove of 
great value, as the old printer would never 
get the cauliflower in the tomato box or 
the peas in the compartment intended for 
turnips. 

It is intended that the farm shall be run 
‘by a foreman the same as a composing 
room, so the boys will feel at home, and 
the jobs , will be parceled out by a copy- 
cutter under the foreman’s directions, When 
it is necessary to set out a lot of goose- 
berry bushes or anything of the kind the 
“copy” will be handed out to the ‘“‘prints’’ 
marked ‘“‘Set in agate, half measure,” and 
that’s the way the bushes will be set.

It Will Be Conducted on Union Principles and None of the Old

“Men who work every week day in an 
almost freezing temperature are a study,” 
said a refrigerator expert, “especially in 
these hot days of summer. 
men who work in 
degrees,

course, they suffer a great deal after their 
day’s labor.is ended when they come out 
into the heat of the day. Take, for in-

On a hot day you will 
feel your lower limbs become cold as you

‘You will see the employes going around 
the big vats and pipes, each carrying a 
lighted lamp or torch.

They go about their business 
and don't mind the cold, because they are 
used to it. Should an ordinary mortal ven- 


ture in there with summer apparel on he 
might-get pneumonia in short order. When 
these men come out and go home on a hot 
summer evening, of course, they are dis- 
tressed before they get to where they live. 
Many breweries have places where men 
ean take off their heavy clothes and beots 
and put on summer clothes. But even 
then the change from 32 to 9 degrees is 
very severe for them. Still, if you exam- 
ine them closely you_will find that nearly 
all of them have rosy cheeks. and they 
are stout and hearty. It is hot the beer 
they drink. They work in the cold, move

about, have plenty of exercise, and, of 
course, they drink beer at certain hours 
before breakfast, after breakfast and all 
through the day, probably 20 or 30 glasses 
in 10 hours. As a general thing they are 
healthy men, but they are much distressed 
on hot nights because they work in almost 
freezing temperature for from 10 to 12 
hours a day, and when night comes they 
suffer. 

“Then take the employes of cold storage 
houses in all cities. The men work in a 
temperature as low as 30 degrees. You 
see, the big storage plants are divided into 
rooms, or apartments, where different ar- 
ticles are kept at different temperatures. 
For eggs the temperature is about 31 de- 
grees, and for butter the rooms are but 
slightly cooler. But these places are not 
damp and disagreeable like the vat rooms 
of breweries. The other evening I saw an 
odd sight. <A laborer in a sugar reftnmery, a 
brewery employe and a cold storage labor- 
er walked home together. The brewery 
man, just out of a 3 degree tempera- 
ture, was suffering from the heat. The 
6ugar man, just out of a temperature of 
150 degrees, was smiling in the cool of 90 
degrees, while the cold storage man 
mopped his foréhead and thought the heat 
was burning him up. 

‘‘Men in big refrigerators, who work say 
two or three hours at a stretch, at 32 
degrees, mind it more than the men who 
are in a freezing temperature all day. 
Brewery men who work in the cold don't 
run so much risk in drinking cold beer as 
the men who work in the heat. But all 
brewers now instruct their employes not 
to gulp down cold beer, but to drink it 
siowly. 

‘They say people live longer who work 
in high temperatures, and that those who 
work in low temperatures do not average 
more than &. The oldest people, they 
say, live in the tropics. Yet, to look at 
these brewery men in the cold vat rooms 
you'd think they'd live to be 70 or 80.”

The discovery of the ‘‘Logia Tesou” at 
Oxrhynchus in 1897 aroused world-wide in- 
terest in the archeological explorations 
being conducted in Egypt. But the Logla 
were by no means the only manuscripts 
found at that time and place. The Hgypt 
Exploration Fund, under whose auspices 
this work was being done by Messrs. 
Grenfell and Hunt, has just published un- 
der their editorship a whole volume, con- 
taining more than 150 ancient texts found 
at that time. 

Among these !s a single page of the Gos- 
pel of Matthew, which is older than any 
other MS. of the New Testament now 
known. The formal invitations of the sec- 
ond and third century were so much like 
those issued to-day that, with the names 
and dates changed, they might be copied 
and used as models of elegance in any s0- 
cial circle. This invitation to dinner, for 
instance: “‘Chaeremon requests your com- 
pany at dinner at the table of the lord 
Serapis in the Serapeum to-morrow, the 
15th, at 9 o’clock.’’

NOW THEY PROMISE GEN. BATES 
TO BE GOOD. 


No Custom Pertaining to the Moham- 
medan Religion, Which They P~.- 
fess, Will Be Attacked by 
New Authority. 


CHIGAGO, Oct. 5.—John T. McCutcheon, 
the special correspondent of the Record, 
writes to his paper under date of August 
2 as follows: 

Gen, Bates, accompanied by Capt. Smiley 
and Lieut. Reeves of his staff, has re- 
turned to Manila, after completing an emi- 
nently successful mission with the Sultan of 
Sulu, who has signed an agreement with 
the United States which will probably be 
the basis of a treaty. 

In the southern part of the Philippine 
islands there is a chain of small islands ex- 
tending from Mindanao to the coast of HBor- 
neo. hese islands form the Jolo or Sulu 
archipelago, and are under the Sultan 
Sulu. They are inhabited by an odd lot of 
eople in whose veins flow a mixture of 
Malay and Arabian blood. ‘These people 
also inhabit a good portion of the mysteri- 
ous island of Mindanao. They are Moham- 
medans in religion and were called ‘*Moros’”’ 
by the Spaniards. Their soil is the most 
generous of all the Philippines and their 
climate is the best. The Moros are warlike 
and spend much of their life at sea, and un- 
til very recently were as graceless a lot of 
pirates as could be imagined, when, kris 
in hand, they not only boarded every mer- 
chantman that ventured into their waters, 
but raided the coast of every island in the 
Philippines. 

The Arabs tntroduced Mohammedanism 
about 300 years ago, and there is to-day in 


the local aristocracy a stron Arabian 


that occupied by the Sultan. Next in rank 
come the datos, of which there are many: 
some are quite powerful and independent 
of the Sultan. 

The local steamer requires only 60 hours 
to go from Manila to Jolo, but the contrast 
of people is so great that it seems as if 
centuries of time and hundreds of leagues 
separated the Christian Tagalog from _ his 
Moslem neighbor. The Tagalog possesses 
no local color, while 
brightest hue to sketch the humblest Moro. 
The men wear trousers of the tightest pat- 
tern ever conceived, while’ those worn by 
the women are very loose; the men also 
wear a small jacket, gayly embroidered, 
while the women faney a _  elose-fitting 
bodice. The males wear a small, neat tur-

Such 
a man was termed a “Juramentado. 
Apropos of this class, Gen. Bates told the 
Sultan that practices of this nature must 
cease, and in case a Moro became a Ju- 
ramentado we should not only hang or 
otherwise kill him. but we should hang 
the priest who administered the oath. The 
Sultan said that such practices formed no 
part of the true Mohammedan religion, 
and that he had already issued an edict 
forbidding them. , 

Curious odds and ends of humanity drift 
into the Jolo Sea. At one interview Gen. 
Bates found himself faced by an Arab, @ 
Moro, a Nubian, a Chinaman and a Ger- 
man. 

Although Gen. Bates treated the Moros 
with firmness and refused some impossibie 
things which they requested, he also re- 
ceived them in a kindly manner. Their 
friendship was shown in several presents. 
The Sultan presented a pearl which was 
declined on account of its great value; also 
a pony, which was declined. Dato Joaka- 
nain sent his barong to the General; Dato 
Calbi sent his lance; Dato Kalun <¢ent his 
kris; Dato Amir Hussin sent his kris and 
two bulls: Dato Tantung sent some cocoa- 
nuts; Dato Aliudin sent a goat (now the 
mascot of the Charleston). The old Sultana 
presented the General with one of the 
gaudy state uniforms of her late husband, 
with the message: “It is dear to me be- 
cause it was made with my own hand and 
still contains the sweat of my husband. 
The old Sultana is a friend of the United 
States and not altogether bad (but the 
court gossip at Maibun hints that she pois- 
oned her late husband). She was a Visay- 
an native girl and possibly thought that to 
rise in this world required characteristics 
other than those of grace of person or 
Sweetness of disposition.

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Oct. 7.—At the

England’s Latest Great Gun. 


From the London Telegraph. 

Our Woolwich correspondent writes: ‘‘The Royal 
Gun Factories at Woolwich have just turned one: 
a gun with a range so much in excess of any pre- 
vieus ordnance that the government range at 
Shoeburyness has been found insufficient for ascer- 
taining its maximum range. When fired for the 
first time, the shot went out to sea, miles beyond 
the targets. Thongh the range of the new weapon 
has not been actually measured or caleniated, ar- 
tillerists estimate it at 15 miles, or about 10 miles 
more than that of the latest rifle small arms. The 
government, at the present time, possesses a meas- 
ured range at Shoeburyness of 10,000 yards; and 
though in actual practice very few shots would be 
fired at a loneer distance at sea towing to the 
curvature of the earth). the goverument has de- 
cided to purchase an extensive strip of coast land 
eastward of the present range, and as this would 
necessitate waiting a long time before the trial of 
the new gun could be proceeded with, it has been 
shortened about 12 inches, so that it can be tested 
under existing conditions. When the government 
range has been lengthened, the maximum range 
of the new weapon will be accurately ascertained.”’

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SOUTH DAKOTA TOWN EXCITED 
OVER A GOLD STRIKE. 


CENTRAL CITY, Oct. 7.—The interest in 
the rich Grantz strike of gold ore in the 
North Lead mining district has assumed 
proportions equal to a stampede. The re- 
markable assays which have been obtained 
from the ore in the last few days has set 
the country wild. Nothing like it has ever 


been discovered in the Black Hills. Rich 
sirikes have been made which were at the 
time pale when cumpared with the Otto 
Grantz discovery on his Hidden Fortune 
claim, a mile west of this city and adjacent 
to the camp known as Golden Gate, in 
which is located the famous Father de 
Smet property. 

Otto P. Th. Grantz is a German and a 
practicai miner. He is about 65 years old 
and has spent a greater portion of his life 
in the mines of the West. For eighteen 
years he has worked the ore veins of his 
four claims in the North ‘Lead .|...rict and 
he has at last discovered the mother vein 
for which he has_ been searching up and 
down his ground for the past years. He 
has made his fortune in one find and his 
fortune is way in the thousands already. 
He has taken from his mine about $60,000 
and he estimates that there is stil $100,000 


in sight which can be taken out in two or 
three «mnore days. This is the ore that he 
has stripped off the grass and surface 
earth. The vein can be traced very dis- 
tinctly for several hundred feet in each 
d.rection from his discovery, and there is 
no doubt but that his rich ore has only 
been tapped in a small place. 

‘the ore is very common-looking stuff. It 
has been passed over thousands of times 
by miners and common people, but it was 
left for the oid German to make the dis- 
covery. ‘The mine is not a hundred yards 
from the baseball park, where the iead 
clubs and other nines have crossed bats.

Which no gold appears at al., shows, upon , 
being assayed, to be worth anywhere from 


suvdW to $l6,0w a ton gold and the richest ore 
is too rich to assay. Estimates have been 
made on some of the best and the most re- 
lab.e report Was made by the assayer, who 
has become familiar with the character of 
tne ore, who states that there dre numer- 
ous places in the mine that will run $10,- 
O and over to the ton. To satisfy h.m- 
self, Mr. Grantz has a piece of ore assayed 
which was taken from what he cails his 
‘‘second-ciass’’ ore, and the lead assayer 
gave a return of $09,280 to the ton gold. The 
gold button left after the assay was worth 
$19.20. This assay was made on ll ounces 
of ore. This is the richest assay ever 
made in the B.ack Hills. The besi of it fs, 
there is a large amount of this high grade 
of ore in the mine. Mr. Grantz has had to 
erect ore sheds and do other pre.iminary 
work, so that he has really commenced to 
m.ne the ore.
